PARIS, Aug. 17 (AP) — The 
peace conference voted 15 to 6 to- 
day for a Russian-opposed propos- 
al to invite Auatria to present ite 
views on the draft treaty with 
Italy, and then approved unani- 
mously a Soviet suggestion that 
Iran also be invited, 

Championed by Britain and sup- 
ported by the United States, the 
Austrian proposal provided that 
the former enemy state be invited 
to explain ite point of view on the 
Italian treaty “on the same terma 
ae Albania, Mexico, Cuba and 
Egypt.” 

The Ukraine, White Russia, Po- 
land, Crechoslovakia and Yugo: 
siavia voted with Ruesia againat 
the invitation, attacked by Boviet 
Delegate Andrei Y, Vishinsky as 
intended to raise Austria's claim 
to the Bouth Tyrol which was re 
jected by the Council of Foreign 
Ministers,” 

Impatience Over Delay. 

The debate prompted a renewal 
of the suggestion that the Big 
Four hold meetings outside the 
plenary sessions to speed the work 
of the conference. The assembly 
wound up its third week without 
having yet gotten down to the task 
for which it was summoned—the 
drawing of recommendations to 
the Council of Foreign Mintaters 


on the treaties for Italy, Finland 
and the Balkan nations, 


Impatience over delay has been 
manifest among the smaller na- 
tions, Referring te.the slow prog- 
ress, Brooke Claxton of Canada, 
this morning said “it might be a 
g00d thing if some of the leaders 
of the Big Four could meet in 
erder to facilitate more rapid 
work.” 


The Russians this afternoon at 
organizational meetings of the 
Bulgarian and Hungarian politi- 
eal and territorial commissions 
again tried to limit the right to 
vote in commission only to coun- 
tries which actunlly had been at 
war with former enemy atates. 
France again objected, aupnorted 
by Eritain and the United States. 


Debate on Austria, 


In the discussion before the vote 
on Austria, Hector McNeil of the 
British delegation asserted that 
failure to hear Austria on the fu- 
ture of the ItaYan-Austrian fron: 
tier would be “discrimination” by 
the peace conference because it 
had established a policy of “per. 
mitting both sides to be heard 
here.” 

State Department Counselor 
FRenjamin V. Cohen said the Amer- 
ican viewpoint was that “Austria 
should have the right to present 
her views here. It seems to us 
that it would take less time to 
hear the viewsr of Austria than to 
debate her right to be heard.” He 
added that “in the Moscow dee- 
laration we did regard Austria as 
a victim of Nazi aggression. I! 
don't think we can deliberate here 
just how far Austria did contri- 
bute to her own liberation,”

1600 Hurt in Two Days of Moslem-Hindu

CALCUTTA, Aug. 17 (AP) — 
Rioting Moslems and Hindus 
fought a pitched battle in central 
Calcutta tonight and casualties 
mounted steadily from two days of 
bloody clashes, 

Reuters Newa Agency sald the 
toll was estimated at 270 killed 
and 1600 injured, Other reports 
anid more than 2000 had been 
hurt, 

British Army units, some using 
armored cars, helped hard-pressed 
police attempting to restore order. 

Gunfire sounded in the streets. 
Many victims were stabbed. Some 
shops were burned and others 
looted. Time and again police 
opened fire to break up angry 
crowds of Hindus and Moslems. 

(The United Press said Spitfire 
fighters and other military planes 
roared over the city to direct 
squads of police and troops in the 
fight against roaming mobs.)

Judge Murphy, who has been 
itting as a one-man grand jury 
investigating charges of labor 
racketeering, said the warrants 
were the firat of “what may 
prove to be a long series.” 

A grand jury investigation was 
ordered by the Wayne (Detroit) 
county courts after food mer- 
chants of the metropolitan are , 
protesting against union tactics 
in an organizing drive, had ac- 
cuse1 the teamaters of illegal 
practices, 

A $500,000 damage suit was 
brought against the union by the 
Detroit Retail Meat Merchants’ 
Association last May. The sult al- 
leged a “coercive and monopolis- 
tic” campaign on the union's part 
in seeking “unlawful labor objec- | ~ 
tives,” 

The union had set out to organ- 
ize the clerks of the metropolitan 
area's 6000 food stores, A court in- 
junction reatrained the union from

New Rules Would Make 


Fewer Than 155,000 


Wants 185,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP)— 
A new draft plan based on Iib- 
‘eralized deferment policies is in 
the making, Selective Service of- 
ficiala discloned today, 

One of them told a reporter that 
the latest estimates indicate the 
draft can produce only 155,000 
men 19 to 29 yoars old by next 
March 31 “even if the bottom of 
the barrel is scraped.” Maj. Gen, 
Willard 8, Paul, director of per. 
sonnel, has said the Army needs 
145,000, 

Liberalized rules would make 
even fewer than 155,000 men avail- 
able. About the only way to In- 
crease the number substantially 
would be to increase the age limit 
above 29 years, one Selective Serv- 
ice official said, 

He added, however, that this Is 
for the Army to decide, The War 
Department specified a few weeks 
ago it wanted ita men under 29. 
The law permits the drafting of 
men up to 44. In addition, 18-year- 
olds muat register, but are not 
subject to call. 

Some announcement concerning 
new deferment policies is expected 
next week, one official said. Noth- 
ing is expected to be done for 
some time to Increase the number 
of men subject to call as the pres- 
ent supply is sufficient for months, 

The recalculations of manpow- 
er, based on MUHberalized§ draft 
rules, were ordered after protests 
from education and science or- 
ganizations that the proposed 
rules will permit the drafting of 
some of the “most promising”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17~—Eng- 
lish translations of the vaat col 
lection of incriminating German 
documents on which American 
and British prosecutors based 
their case againat the Nazi war 
criminals at Nuernberg soon will 
be available in this country. 

Under the title of “Nazi Con- 
epiracy and Aggression,” the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office is pub- 
lishing an  eight-volume series 
which will contain a narrative of 
the Nuernberg trials, legal briefs 
and pertinent data, and six vol- 
umes of documents used in whole 
or in part at the trials, 

Work on the series was begun 
last January, with the documents 
being prepared for publication as 
they were used, The first group 
has been published as volume 
three. Others will be printed at 
intervals ‘of about three weeks 
and the set will be offered for 
sale when it has been completed. 


Purpose of Publication, 


The purpose of the enterprise 
is well summed up in a statement 
to be used aa part of the preface 
to the firat volume: 

“The publication ia offered in 
accordance with the conviction 
which has constantly animated 
the American prosecution, that

prospects of getting husbands. 
Iie insisted that each of thene 
women “should be made to bear 
as many children as she poasibly 
can” or elne in 20 yeara the Reich 
“would lack the necessary divi- 
sions definitely needed if our peo- 
ple shall not perish,” 

German men, the deputy fueh- 
rer insisted, should “enter into 
stable conjugal relations with one 
or more of these women,” 

He envisioned a full-blast prop- 
aganda campaign of “enlighten 
ment” to convince the women of 
the plar’s wisdom, voting that 
proganda would be needed to over: 
come “the fanatjcal prudery of 
women in general and the lack of 
logic that happens to be native 
with women.” 

As an inducement for the mat- 
ings, Bormann planned to guaran- 
tee that “no woman with child 
would ever be in .eed.” Converne-

AREA TOLL 3 DEAD 


1000 HOMELESS 
LOSS IN’ MILLIONS 


Many Injured — Child 
Rescued From Cistern 
—Some East Side High- 

Still Closed, 

Trains Delayed. 
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Nelief from week-long rains 
which flloded of the St, 
louis area and broke all rainfall 
records was promised last night 
by Meteorologist Harry F, Wahl- 
gren, He said fair and moderately 
cool weather will follow scattered 
thundershowers which were 6x- 
pected to end early today, 


As flood waters in lowland sec- 
tions on the East Side continued 
to recede, the storm toll was listed 
at three persons dead, scores in- 
jured, more than 1000 homeless 
and property damage running into 
millions of dollars. 


The first fatality of the flood In 
Relleville, one of the hardest hit 
communities in the area, occurred 
yesterday. Joseph A, Semrau, 32 
vears old, was killed in the water- 
filled basement of his home at 
1019 Freeburg avenue when he at- 
tempted to connect an _ electric 
-pump. Police said he either was 
electrocéted or drowned after be- 
ing stunnnued when he grasped a 
live wire, 

An emergency water distillation 
unit borrowed from the Army En- 
gineers Depot at Granite City was 
placed in operation last night at 
Relleville. The city’s water was 
polluted by the high water. 

The search for two youths be- 
lieved drowned Thuraday night in 
an open sewer at Ashland avenue 
and William place was abandoned 
yesterday. It was believed the 
surging waters carried the bodies 
to the Mississippi river. 


Child Rescued From Cistern, 


Another near-drowning was 
added to an already long list yes- 
terday when 2-year-old Robert J. 
Kult was rescued from a flooded 
cistern at his home in the Edge- 
mont district of East St. Louis, 
The child, son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Joseph H. Kult, was revived by 
inhalator treatment. 

Belleville began cleaning up Its 
_silt-covered homes and debria-lit- 
tered streets as soon as the high 
water drained from the city yes- 
terday. Although some families 
returned to their homes, it was 
estimated at least 500 found their 
water-soaked houses unfit for 
habitation and were forced to re- 
main with friends and relatives, 

City officials termed the flood 
the “worst catastrophe in the 
city’s history.” 

Flood waters continued to re- 
cede slowly in the Washington 
Park, Edgemont and Lansdowne 
districts of East St. Louis. Drain- 
age was slower in these areas than 
in others because they are on low 
ground, Relief officials there said 
it would be several days before 
more than 500 evacuated persons 
would be able to return to their 
homes, P

Several Illinois highways around 
Mount Vernon, Benton and Du 
Guoin remained closed yesterday 
hecause of overfiowa from swollen 
creeks, Some roads on the Eaat 
Side also remained . impassable, 
and othera were hazardous be- 
cause of alippery mud. 

Some trains continued 
behind schedule because of _ re- 
routing around washoutsa, Three 
hundred passengers were removed 
from a stranded Louisville & 
Nashville train at Mount Vernon 
yesterday, 

Flood damage was extensive in 
many sections of St, Clair and 
Madison counties on the East Side, 
and outlying towns particularly 
hard hit included Centralia, Mount 
Vernon, Mascoutah and Pearl. 
The little village of Pearl, 75 miles 
northeast of St. Louis, was inun- 
dated and half the population 
made homeless when a flood.

It 
was announced that inoculations 
against typhoid may be obtained 
at Centreville Township hall, Man- 
ners School in Washington Park 
and Stites Clinic in Brooklyn. 

Health officials urged precau- 
tionary mensures be taken to 
guard against the possibility of an 
epidemic, although they pointed 
ont there were no indications of 
an increase in the incidence of any 
disease.

On the receiving end, 
a photoelectric cell in a parabolic 
reflector picks up the Infra-red 
rays, and converts them into a re 
production of the spoken words,

Use of a alte in Forest Park 
near the Barnes Hospital group, 
strongly urged by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, was not favorably 
considered because it would 


‘Justif{iably arouse the criticism 
of the people of St. Louis,” the 
committee statement said, 

The midtown location, in the &4- 
acre area bounded by Grand boule- 
vard, Compton avenue, Olive 
atreet-Lindell boulevard and La- 
clede avenue, was recommended 
Aug. 12 by the Mayor's commit- 
tee, with a dissenting vote by one 
member, Fred Emig, past state 
comander of the VFW. The area 
embraces nine blocks and con. 
tains largely slum tenements oc~ 
cupled by Negroes. 

The deans’ committee, ap- 
pointed by Maj, Paul R. Hawley, 
chief medical director of the Vet- 
eransa’ Administration, met Friday 
night with membera of the May 
or’'s committee, discussed 14 sites 
which had been proposed and 
hard an account of the deliber- 
ationa which led to selection of 


'the midtown site by the Mayor's 


committee, Spokesman for mem- 
hers of that committee waa FE. J. 
Russell, chairman of the City 
Plan Commission, which strongly 
advocated the midtown site. 

Reasons given by the deans for 
concurring in the midtown recom- 
mendation were its proximity to 
many doctors’ offices and to 
hotels, amusements and transpor- 
tation and the fact that it is with- 
in. a mile of St. Louls University 
medical school and a mile and a 
half of Washington's medical 
school. Transportation was consid- 
ered particularly important since 
the hospital will serve veterans 
not only from enstern Missouri 
but from 22 counties of southern 
Illinois. 

Russell, when informed of the 
action by the deans’ commiteee, 
said it was one more step toward 
realization of the Plan Commis- 
sion’s goal of a midtown parkway 
from the riverfront to Grand 
boulevard and elimination of slum 
construction in the area, 

Co-chatrmen of the deans’ com- 
mittee are the Rev, Alphonse M. 
Schwitalla, 8.J., and Dr, Robert A. 
Moore, dean and acting dean, re- 
npectively, of St. Louls and Wash- 
ington university medical schools.

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CZECH PRESIDENT 
URGES REMOVAL 
OF HUNGARIANS 


Benes Calls Transfer of 
200,000 Essential and 
Wants 100,000 Slovaks 


to Leave Hungary. 


PARIS, Aug. 17 (AP)—President 
Eduard Benes of Czechoslovakia 
demanded in a statement today 


that a “final solution” of the 
minority troubles between Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary be reached 
with the transfer of 200,000 Hun- 
garians froin Czechoslovakia and 
100,000 Slovaks from Hungary. 

Benes rejected a Hungarian sug- 
gestion for a revision of frontiers 
to bring large numbers of Hun- 
garians in southern Slovakia into 
the Hungarian state, asserting 
that it would mean “a return to 
Munich” and “transferring the 
population of a state which fought 
and was victorious on the side of 
the Allies.” 

He denied a Hungarian aasser- 
tion. that 600,000 Hungarians are 
living in Czechoslovakia, He said 
Czechoslovakia had fulfilled ite 
obligations under the minority 
treaty of 1919 providing reciprocal 
rights for minorities in the cen- 
tral European countries “better 
than any of the other new states 
of central Europe.” 

Benes said Czechoslovakia 
“wants to end once and for all 
the interminable disputes about 
minorities, to come to a final 
agreement with Hungary and to 
live with her in co-operation and 
peace.” 

He sald an agreement had been 
concluded with Hungary on the 
exchange of populations which 
was accepted voluntarily by both 
sides and that more than 100,000 
Slovaks volunteered to return 
from Hungary to Czechoslovakia, 

“Hardly was the treaty signed,” 
he said, “when the most acute 
sabotage of this agreement began 
on the Hungarian side, The pur- 
pose of all this was to insure that 
as few Slovaks as possible should 
volunteer to’ leave Hungary and 
thus as few Hungarians as pos- 
sible should be moved from 
Czechoslovakia to Hungary. 

“This policy had a further aim: 
The more Hungarians satay in 
Czechoslovakia, the sooner will it 
be possible to start a new re 
visionist campaign, Thus it will 
once more be possible to renew 
the eternal dispute about the 
minorities, Czechoslovakia does 
not wish this to happen: she 
wants to end these disputes for- 
ever.” 

Benes, who ia in Prague, re- 
leased his atatement in Paris, 
where the Czechoslovak delega- 
dion to the peace conference is 
attempting to obtain a solution of 
the minority problem.

Yugoslav Delegate Stanoje Simic 
also spoke against the motion, as- 
serting that the problem “is ab- 
solutely different from that of in- 
vitations to the Allies— Mexico, 
Egypt, Cuba and Albania.”

Immediately after the Austrian 
proposal was approved, Vishinsky 
moved that Iran also be invited to 
the conference. “The Iranian Gov- 
ernment has three times: com- 
municated ita desire to take part 
in this conference,” he said. “The 
Soviet delegation thinks the re- 
quest ia entirely justified and well 
founded.” 

Cohen said the American dele- 
gation “takes pleasure in support- 
ing the proposal.”

Vandenberg: ‘We Owe Ruasia 
Same Square Deal Asked of Her.’ 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 
17 (AP) -— Senator Vanderberg 
(Rep.) Michigan, expressing hope 
for an understanding between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, said today “we owe Russia 
the same square deal we ask of 
her in return,” 

“IT am not yet willing to admit 
that the world is not big enough 
for this sort of peace accommoda- 
tion,” he told the Michigan Amer'i- 
can Legion convention in assert- 
ing Communism and western de- 
mocracy “should not differ in their 
desire for peace.” 

Vandenberg, who attended the 
Paris sessions of Big Four foreign 
ministers as a United States ad- 
viser, is soon to return to the 
French city for the peace confer- 
ence at the call of Secretary of 
State Byrnes, 


Vandenberg told the Legion he 
had seen “many an impasse be- 
tween Moscow and Washington 
heralded as ‘the final crisis’ only 
to be resolved “within the liberal 
principles for which we atood.” 

He asserted that the United 
States’s offer to outlaw the atomic 
bomb was the “greatest evidence 
of international goodwill in hu- 
man history.” He said it “utter- 
ly scorns the Soviet efforts to 
question our good faith,” 

“The great trouble,” he sald, 
"la mutual distrust and suspicion 
which the iron ourtain between 
us and the insatiable Soviet ap- 
petite for proselytizing and for 
hostile propaganda do not help 
dispel. 

“{ have no illusions that the 
peace prospectus would be dark 
as midnight if the United Nations 
were not available to our hearts 
and hands, If it unhappily de- 
velops a new aggressor within ita 
ranks, it also happily develops a 
ready-made, world wide opposition 
to that aggressor.”

“Under the United States Hous- 
ing Act of 1937, the annual sub- 
sidy is limited to a sum equal to 
8 per cent of the total coat of 
the project. Clinton-Pefibody Ter- 
race has Coat $3,827,119, so the 
maximum federal subsidy would 
be $99,814, or $12.66 a month for 
each of the 657 dwellings. That 
lis the maximum, Actually the 
Authority will collect only as 
much as it needa,’ When jobs are 
plentiful and wages are high, ten 
nants can pay higher rents and 
the subsidy goes down, In hard 
times the renta would be reduced 
and most or all of the subsidy 
would be needed, 


“The federal subsidy ia not 
enough to pull the rent of good 
housing down to the level of slum 
rents, So the elty agrees to ex- 
empt public housing from taxes, 
just as firehouses, parks, churches 
and other property used in the 
public interest are tax-exempt.” 

Figures are then cited to show 
that the tax-exempt method saves 
money for taxpayers. The Hous 
ing Authority makes an annual 
voluntary payment in lieu of taxes; 
this payment, in both 10944 and 
1945, was $85,453, “which is exact- 
ly 251 per cent more than the 
taxes formerly assessed, but never 
collected in full, on the sites of 
the two projects, 

"Of course this payment will 
have to be reduced when rates are 
lowered,” the report says, “But 
even if the Authority'’a cash con 
tribution were less than the for- 
mer taxes, the city would be ahead, 
because publia housing cuts the 
cost of police and fire protec. 
tion and health and welfare serv- 
ices, and checka the apread of 
fatal blight. That's a atrictly bual- 
ness reckoning.” 


Returns on Housing. 


A tabulation shows that the an- 
nual taxes assessed on the Clin- 
ton-Peabody and Carr Square altes 
before purchase by the Housing 
Authority were $24,325; and that 
in the four years 1942-45 Inclusive, 
the Housing Authority. paid the 
city $28,367 delinquent taxes and 
$178,209 in lieu of taxes, a total 
of $206,576. 

Rents, it is stated, range from 
$11 to $35 a month, with a “tem. 
porary surcharge for higher in 
come families” which goes up to

Number of Automobiles in St. Louis Is Mounting Toward Prewar Peak 
| And, According to Estimates, This Figure Will Be Doubled by coll

RAFFIC is ike baseball, religion and 
T politica——every motorist has his own 

ideas about it. Sometimes it seema 
the many official and unofficial agencies 
charged with handling traffic aleo have their 
own divergent notions. Right now it would 
be hard to convince many St. Louls drivers 
that atreet traffic in not back already to ita 
prewar peak; records indicate, however, that 
it is still perhaps 17 per cent under the 
1941 high mark, 


Hut the big problem is the sure-to-come 
postwar increase in volume—and what to 
do with it. No one can forecast with cer 
tainty how many cars the city and suburbs 
will have to cope with in the future, but 
the best approach has been made by the 
Federal Public Roads Administration, It 
estimated in 1940, and atill atandsa on that 
prediction, that motor travel would double 
by 1960. 


Automobile registration was at ite peak 
here and nationally in 1041, the year that 
ended with Pearl Harbor, If the PRA eatl- 
mate ia applied to that record, the elty and 
county would have more than 670,000 cars 
in 1960. However; PRA points out, the 
volume may not grow at the national rate 
in the urban centers, for lack of facilities 
to accommodate this traffic. Registration 
in the city and county fell 16 per eent below 
the prewar peak in 1944 and was only 
slightly higher last year, but is expected to 
show a considerable increase this year. 


Old Automobiles Just 
Beginning to Disappear. 


The jalopy that haa staggered over the 
pavements since the ‘30s, with an alarming 
increase in the accident rate, is only just 
beginning to disappear, Motor interests think 
it will reach the graveyard by the millions 
in the next three years, while, if the fac- 
tories can hit thelr postwar atride, they 
hope annual production of cars and trucks 
may soon exceed the 10941 record of 4,800,- 
000. The automobile clearly is no longer 
the rich man’s plaything of its infancy, 
comparable to the nobleman's coach-and- 
four; it is now also a working tool of the 
masses and a daily necessity of the middle 
classes. 

St. Louls, like all other American cities, 
was not designed for the motor age. They 
all have more or less the same problem now. 
Downtown thoroughfares here are nearly all 
eo narrow that City Hall and the Safety 
Council are in agreement that we can do 
better with the man-wasting aystem of traf- 
fic cops than with the automatic signals 
employed in nearly all other large cities, 


The problem here is not only moving traf- 
fic expeditiously—-to save life, limb, time 
and fuel—but disposing of it when it seeks 
to come to rest downtown. Fortunately, 
civic interests, merchants and pubile officials 
are in agreement on the problem, As to 
the remedy, there Ia almost universal agree- 
ment over need of extensive off-street park- 
ing facilities downtown, although there is 
certain variance of ideas about requifements 
for moving the growing streams of cars, 


It ian a problem that atrikes at the heart 
of urban existence. If customers and goods 
cannot get downtown freely, decentralization 
will continue. That means that of a cer- 
tainty costs of doing business and of munic- 
ipal government will go up, while the high 
downtown property values which are a bul- 
wark of community wealth and city rey- 
enue will waste away, 

If feminine sandals and masculine brogues 
are going to be pressing anything like 670,- 
000 accelerators along the city and county 
streets within the next 14 years, a lot of 
talk and blueprints must be translated into 
better control and facilities, Some progress 
has been made, but whether present plans 
will be sufficient to solve the problem Is 
at least conjectural. 


Official Viewpoint 
at Police Headquarters. 


The current official viewpoint at Police 
Headquarters and City Hall is that the traf- 
fic congestion really isn’t very bad now, 
and that application of the famillar slogan, 
“Engineering, Education, Enforcement," 
ought to be enough to cope with the ex- 
pected increase. The homeward bound 56 
o'clock driver, stalled around Spring avenue 
and Lindell boulevard, may have a different 
idea. 

Some things have been accomplished, es- 
pecially in recent montha, to reduce con- 
gestion. The city Street Division and Ita 
traffic section are active in seeking better 
ways to move traffic. The police take the 
stand that their function is solely to enforce 
the regulations, whatever they are, but they 
co-operate freely with City Hall. There are 
numerous ideas, big and little, for improved 
traffic movement among the various inter- 
ested agencies.

Underground Garage 
Dependent on Congress. 


With general approval of civic interests, 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial 
Association is pushing ite proposal for an 
underground parking garage for 75600 to 
10,000 cars at the riverfront memorial aite. 
The association, working quietly for nearly 
& year and a half, has almost completed 
the raising of subscriptions for a $226,000 
fund for a hemispheric architectural contest 
for design of the memorial. It hopes to 
begin receiving design entries before the 
end of 1946, Development of the memo- 
rial, and the garage, ia dependent on admin- 
istrative allotment or congressional appro- 
priation of $15,760,000 itn Federal funda 
to go with an existing balance of $6,250,000 
in city bond money—a total of $21,000,000, 
The Post-Dispatch has obtained a City 
Pian Commission report, submitted by En- 
Kineer Bartholomew more than a year ago 
after consultation with the Associated Re- 
tellers and the riverfront memorial asso- 
ciation, but not heretofore made public. 
That report recommended an increase of 
more than 12,750 car spaces in off-street 
parking facilities downtown by 1970, in 
addition to the riverfront garage. This was 
on the assumption there would be 3600 
apaces in the riverfront garage, in which 
case, however, the report said, there would 
atill be a shortage of 6000 parking spaces 
by 1950 and 8900 by 1970. Increase of 
the riverfront capacity to 7500 would not 
altogether overcome this estimated defl- 
clency, 

It was shown that current parking facib 
ities in the greater downtown area bounded 
approximately by Franklin-Poplar-Third- 
Highteenth totaled only 23,873 car spaces— 
6765 in garages, 11,469 in lots and 6639 on 
the atreets. The report cautioned that fu- 
ture restrictions would cut down or elim- 
inate the curb spaces, 


Eight Sites Suggested 
for Parking Facilities. 


Bight specific sites were suggested for 
parking facilities of varying types for 7375 
automobiles, with the idea that they could 
be, in general, self-liquidating improvements, 
financed originally by revenue bonds, the 
type of bond secured only by the particular 
improvement, not the city’s general credit. 
Open parking lots were proposed for two 
large outlying sites, previously recommended 
publicly by the plan commission—areas 
bounded by Market-Clark-Fifteenth-Seven- 
teenth and by Delmar-Franklin-Fourteenth- 
Fifteenth, 

Location of five other suggested sites is 
not being disclosed, as they are privately 
owned, 

The elghth site would be the Olive-Locuat- 
EFighth-Ninth block occupied by the out- 
moded Federal Customs House, The re- 
port proposed a four-story underground 
garage to hold 1080 cars. Downtown mer- 
chants and some other civic interests have 
had in mind that the surface could be con-

Sentner, an avowed Communist, professes 
to speak only for himself, It may be safely 
assumed, however, that he will not deviate 
from the party's line, Although he is under 
fire from certain elements in his own union, 
the fact that Communists, though numerical- 
ly amall, exert a profound influence on cer- 
tain unions gives his opinions importance, 

Approaching the subject of strikes and 
lockouts headlong, he said: “You can cut 
down strikes in only one way: that is by 
legislating or promoting the security of the 
people,” 

Specifically, he proposed eight steps for

The report eatl- 
mated conatruction cost at about $3,200,000 
to $3,700,000, dependent on the type of cer- 
tain facilities, but such costs since have risen 
sharply. Gross monthly income of the elght 
places was estimated at $100,000 or more, 
with detailed figures tending to show that 
profits would suffice to pay off the bonds 
over varying periods, except probably for 
the Customs House alte. 


Department Stores 
Want Sites Condemned. 


On the strength of this report, the Ansnso- 
clated Retallers, representing many down- 
town stores, including the big departm@nt 
stores, called on the city last November to 
condemn two privately owned sites within 
a few blocks of the retall center at Seventh 
and Locust streets, for 1000 cara each, The 
retailera said they would underwrite con- 
atruction and management, while revenue 
bonds for cost of the sites might be retired 
by the eclty within 20 years. At the same 
time the retallers remindgd the city of the 
desirability of the riverfront parking garage 
and the plan commission's outlying park- 
ing area proposals, 

However, a formal opinion fasued subse- 
quently by City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler held that the clty lacked legal authority 
to acquire or operate public parking factl- 
ities. He sald that, if the courts should 
hold the elty did have such power, they 
could be expected to rule also that revenue 
bonds payable only from income of such 
facilities were legal, Such revenue bonds 
could be issued only upon two-thirds vote 
of the people, he added, 

The obvious need, as a result of thia opin- 
jon, is for introduction of a bill in the 1947 
session of the State Legislature to enstab- 
ish provision of parking facilities as a 
proper public purpose, Arguments doubt- 
leas could be made that modern conditions 
fully justified this, and there are examples 
of publle parking in a number of large and 
small cities. Mayor Aloya FP. Kaufmann 
recently declined to comment on the ques- 


tlon of aponsoring such a bill,

Preventive Measures 
Considered Advisable. 


Aa for preventive measures in St. Louls or 
elsewhere, J, Earl Smith, director of the 
Communicable Disease Section of the Bt. 
Louls Health Department recently sald: 

“We can possibly reduce the chances of 
by avolding unnecessary contact 
with others, Keep your-children from meet- 
ing new groups of people, Keep them out 
of crowds, The fewer contacts the fewer 
chances of infection, You can leasen the 
danger by observing the basic rules of sanita- 
tlon. Wash your -handa thoroughly with 
soap before preparing food, Make sure your 
children's hands are always washed before 
meals, Screen your house againet files and 
mosquitoes. Avold adenold or tonall oper- 
ations during pollo season—which in this 
area occurs during the montha of July, 
August, September and October. And 
finally report any illness, however trivial, 
to your doctor immediately,” 

To this another elementary precaution 
may be added — or rather apelled out «- 
since it is implied in the foregoing. And 
that ja: Keep out of epidemic arena, 

Dr. Smith's 'njunctlona are based on the 
generally accepted assumption that the pollo 
virus ia eliminated from the body of the 
patient through coughing, sneezing, talk- 
ing and through Intestinal excretions, It is 
possible, therefore, that the virua may be 
apread through contact, direct or indirect, 
Hence the wisdom of avoiding contacts, 
Avoidance of over-fatigue or a chilling of 
the body are also indicated alnce such con- 
ditions make the system more susceptible, 

These precautionary measures are urged 
because they can do no harm and may do 
some good, No authority contends that 
they eliminate all risk and as Dr, Smith 
has declared it is only theorizing to say 
that reduction in human contact might con- 
celvably diminish the apread of the diseane, 
For this reason public health authorities do 
not believe that drastle measures imposing 
general strictures upon the whole commu- 
nity are justified,

Incidence of Disease in St. Louis Area 
_ Not Much Greater Than Normal Expectancy

stantly besought for information about preventive routines and public officials 
are urged by many persons to adopt measures of a sweeping and compulsory 


Public Health for August advises strongly 
againat “random movements” such as dust- 
ing the elty from the alr with DDT, drain- 
ing swamps and declaring all public meeting 
places out of bounds, 

‘During an epidemic’ the editorial sald, 
‘advantage may possibly accrue from re- 
ducing the total number of dally contacts 
between individuals, but this should be 
regulated on a voluntary basis rather than 
by legal compulslons which disrupt commu- 
nity life,” 

Regarding the widespread fear of polio 
the International Bulletin published by the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
had the following to say: 

“While pollomyelitis te perhaps the dis 
ease most feared by parents, its seriousness 
in overestimated when one considera the 
following facta: Firat, there are undoubt- 
edly a large number of cases of the truly 
abortive type which cannot be accurately 
diagnosed but which confer immunity. See- 
ondly there is a very large percentage of 
the non-paralytic type which can be diag- 
nosed with a high degree of accuracy. 
Thirdly, if proper orthopedic treatment is 
carried out a large number of patients who 
do develop paralysis recover with little or 
no disability. Fourthly, there Is no fear 
of later unfortunate developments ia pollo- 
myelitis as there is in encephalitis,” 


Official Opinion 
Against Drastic Steps. 


The editorial further said that extreme 
measures requiring compulsion were “sadly 
reminiscent of the daya of yellow-fever and 
the shotgun quarantine of a century ago, 
when people were driven by blind fear, ig- 
norance and superstition, It should not be 
tolerated today, in view of the advance in 
knowledge of the causes and modes of dis 
semination of the agents of Infectious dis- 
ease and particularly of pollomyelitia,” 

Authoritative opinion In general is against 
mass quarantines and drastic measures such 
an the closing of schools and the suapension 
of all public meetings because there {ia nu 
evidence to show that they have any effect. 
In situations where they have been tried 
and such actions have been taken during past 
the resulta were not substantial): 
different from those of other affected area« 
where the normal community Mfe was main- 
tained, 

A prominent pollo research worker was 
asked by parents what they could do to kee) 
their children, from being exposed during an 
epidemic, He replied “Stop worrying, You 
can't.” This of course*applied to epidemic 
conditions, The destrability of reducing con- 
tacts when conditions are less severe and the 
virus is, presumably, not so widespread is 
kenerally conceded as has already been 
mentioned.

Polio, Statistically, 
Called Mild Disease. 


Dr. Howard A, Howe, head of the Pollo- 
myelitis Research Center at Johns Hopkins, 
said that ‘‘viewed in the large pollo is really 
a mild disease.”” This, of course, is a statis- 
tical description and is based on the fact 
that the percentage of acute infections is 
small and the percentage of those permr. 
nently affileted is even amalier, Of 100 
patients—speaking In round figures—whw 
are diagnosed in the early acute stage, about 
50 will suffer parniyals by even the 
most delicate tests,.25 will have a paralysis 
alight to be detected by an average 
examination, and 25 will sustain paralysis 
of varying degrees and of a permanent 
nature, These figures are verified by Dr. 
Smith. 

The reduction or elimination of the per- 
manent paralysis resulting from pollo tis 
the problem facing medical acience, Prog- 
ress toward a solution is retarded by the 
main difficulty of its being a virus disease 
and the study of the virus is In about the 
same stage as bacteriology was in the time 
of Pasteur. 

The size of the virus has been determined 
by various workers to be approximately lv 
to 26 millimicrona which when translated 
Into lay terms means only that it is one of 
the amalleat organisms known to science. 
Nevertheless science has evolved techniques 
for atudying it and its effects have been 
examined in the laboratory by inoculating 
monkeys and rats, So even though pollo ts 
attll an uncontrolled disease the struggle te 
control it goes on unremittingly, 

Meanwhile all authorities unite in advis- 
ing a calm and reasoning attitude for every- 
one. Any other is only an unjustified con- 
tribution to public alarm which will benefit 
no one,

Britain’s Dying Empire 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Being a dutiful parent, I was only too 
giad to join my son in reviewing his 
early American history in preparation 
for the coming school term. When we 
closed the book, we both felt amply re- 
warded. I think even my son noticed 
just how history repeats itself and how 
nations and empires continue to make 
the same mistakes and wreak the same 
cruelties upon weake? peoples, 

Most noticeable examplo is that of 
the British Empire, which in the past 
two centuries has maintained a tyran- 
nical system of colonial exploitation 
and repression. It seems that Brit- 
ish governments headed by Conserva- 
tives, Liberals or Labor, may come and 
go, but the policies of the British Co- 
Jlonial Office remain unwavering and 
ite officers stolidly inclined towards 
holding down the peoples in British- 
mandated territories. 

A good analogy may be found tn com- 
paring the situation in Palestine to that 
of our Founding Fathers .in the original 
13 colonies, Like our Pilgrim Fathers, 
the Huguenota and other groups of 
American settiers, the Jews came to 
Palestine to seek refuge from political, 
religious and economic persecution. Like 
our own forebears, they found a land 
which waa little cultivated, and by their 
own efforts, abilities and efficient man- 
agement, they turned it into a produc- 
tive and self-supporting community, 

Boon after the land wan settled and 
world trade instituted, their peace with 
the Indians was shattered by the arm- 
ing of the tribes by British, French and 
Spanish colonial interests. Today, the 
British have their mercenaries among the 
Arab chieftains, the Benegalese Sikhs, 
Gen. Anders's professional army and 
remnants of the German and Japanese 
military units, Today, these modern 
British mercenaries raid settlements in 
Palestine, Indonesia, China, India, and 
only the Colonial Office knowg where 
else, in order to prevent the colonial 
peoples from daring to take on a demo- 
cratic form of self-rule and to free them- 
selves from exploitation. 

We had our Minute Men, our Paul Re- 
veres, Thomas Paines, George Washing- 
tons, Thomas Jeffersons. Let Britain 
make no mistake: their counterparts 
will be found among the Hagana in Pal- 
estine and the patriots in Indonesia, In- 
dia, North Africa and even among the 
Arab masses who will find their real 
enemies among thelr own feudal chiefs.

Wanted: Five Atomic Men 


As President Truman continues after more than 
two weeks to ponder selection of the members 
of the Atomic Energy Control Commission, and 
various names are mentioned in trial balloons, it 
becomes increasingly evident that only a rare 
type of public servant and only a rare combina- 
tion of five personalities will be equal to the 
epochal tasks to be entrusted to the commission. 

First, the commissioners must be non-political, 
able to perceive the most subtle efforts of poll- 
ticlans ‘to influence or control their labors, and 
possessing the toughness to beat off the most 
rapacious political wolves. 

The Atomic Energy Control Commission Is a 
public service in the most significant vein and 
on the most tremendous scale ever attempted in 
the United States. As such it will be vulnerable 
to attack by politicians and business men who 
will want to pervert its activities to protect them 
in unfair advantages. 

Second, the commissioners must be outstand- 
ing public administrators, The McMahon Act Is 
good, or it can be made good by: the right kind 
of administration; but it is neither perfect nor 
complete, In order for it to be completed, and 
completed well, it will have to have the benefit 
of creative administration, capable of filling in 
gaps, smoothing off rough edges, and pressing 
for improvement of the organic act, 

Third, the commissioners must have, or must 
be able to cultivate, one of the most difficult 
techniques in all human relationships: the tech- 
nique of thinking together. It is hard enough 
for anybody, but for men of brilllance, such as 
the commissioners must be, it is ordinarily hard- 
est of all. 

There are five men who meet all these re- 
quirements. We do not know of another five 
who do, and we do not believe President Truman 
knows, They are the men who prepared the re- 
port on the international control of atomic ener- 
gy for the Secretary of State: David E, Lilienthal, 
chairman of TVA; Chester I, Barnard, head of 
the New Jersey Bell Telephone Co.; Dr. J, Rob- 
ert Oppenheimer of the California Institute of 
Technology; Dr. Charles A. Thomas of the Mon- 
santo Chemical Co,, and Harry A. Winne of the 
General Electric Co. 

As we said last month: “If the President should 
draft these five men to administer domestic con- 
trol of atomic energy, he will have fulfilled Sen- 
ator McMahon's prescription of choosing men 
who command the confidence of the nation, He 
would be choosing men who like each other, un- 
derstand each other and have a scintillating rec- 
ord of performance behind them.” 

Never before has the President approached ap- 
pointments so momentous to the nation, or call- 
ing for a finer recognition on his part of the ex- 
ceptional standards of public service involved, 
May he be as far above reproach in his choice 

as his appointees must be in their difficult and 
arduous labors. 
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Blow to Law Enforcement 

Do Gov, Donnelly and his Police Board-minus- 
one intend to fire more than half the St. Louls 
police? 

That is what their declaration of war on the 
police union could mean, The Governor, and 
Messrs, Cobbs, Liberman and George of the Po- 
lice Board have given policemen 13 more days 
in which to surrender their union or be fired, 
The union claims 1300 members and the per- 
sonnel of the department is 2366 men, If the po- 
lice stand by the union and are fired, where 
does that leave law enforcement in St. Louis? 

Gov, Donnelly and the Police Board are re- 
sponsible for law enforcement here, Yet they 
have turned their official artillery on it, by elect- 
ing methods of coercion that can break the dis- 
cipline and spirit of our police, They have dis- 
regarded the wise advice of Mark D. Eagleton, 
who sought a peaceful solution of the union is- 
sue in the State Supreme Court, They have 
forced the resignation of this competent official 


- by yielding to the itch of their trigger-fingers. 


The Governor and remaining board members 
have not shown as much consideration for or- 
derly process as the union which they are at- 
tacking. First this union pledged itself to fore- 
go the right to strike. Yesterday it determined 
to “await the decision of the Supreme Court in 
orderly fashion, . , . If the court rules that our 
union is illegal, we will disband it.” 

That is reasonableness, That is the way to 
seek justice without disrupting the Pollee De- 
partment. It is proper allegiance to upholding 
the law. It acknowledges that the first loyalty 
of the police—and State officials—has nothing 
to do with unionism, Their loyalty belongs to 
the people, 

St. Louis expects equal loyalty from Gov. Don- 
nelly and the Police Board. It expects them to 
respect the courts, and to abandon the attitude 
of a goon squad, 
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Conscripts or Volunteers? 

Can the United States build a volunteer 
Army? The nation is going to try, Conscrip- 
tion has never been used for long by this democ- 
racy in peacetime—it is a last resort induced by 
war. The Army would like to get rid of it. 8o 
would we all. 

This may not be easy. The draft has provided 
pressure for volunteering, and the number of 
volunteers has dropped sharply in July and this 
month because of a two-month “draft holiday.” 
This period, when no one was drafted, was en- 
forced by the Selective Service extension law. 
But the draft will be resumed in two weeks, and 
the Army will start a new drive for volunteers, 
Congress has enabled the Army, for the first 
time, to tell young men that it offers a career 
equal to or better than civilian prospects, 

Put it on a basis of income: enlisted men’s pay 
now ranges from $75 to $165 a month, with ad- 
ditional pay overseas, and all clothing, food, 
shelter and medical care free, Put it on a basis 
of security: a soldier may retire at half pay 
after 20 years, or three-quarters pay after 30 
years, Put it on a basis of education: the Army's 
new emphasis is on scientific and technical train- 
ing, and a three-year enlistment assures a soldier 
of funds for college, 

This is what the Army will say to young 
Americans. What will it say to us all? It will 
say that maintenance of an effective armed 
force is more important than how it is main- 
tained. The nation needs soldiers to protect its 
security, to carry out the material and moral dis- 
armament of the enemy and to support interna- 
tional efforts to keep peace, If we fail to build 
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a volunteer Army, we will be forced to continue 
drafting a conscript Army, The volunteer method 
is in every Way superior, and we should seize the 
opportunity to use it. 
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Slum-Financed Vacations 

For the first time, the St. Louls Housing Au- 
thority wages open war on its worst enemy and, 
in this matter, the community's and taxpayer's 
enemy, The enemy is entrenched greed, His 
country is the noisome slums, 

Owners and real estate men, says the au- 
thority'’s annual report (summarized today in the 
news columns), fight public housing because 
there are great profits in “quarters that would 
be considered utterly unfit for the 2000 inhabi- 
tants of the St. Louls Zoo.” A slum bullding 
on North Tenth holds 11 tenants; the owner 
draws a net profit of 22 per cent a year on Its 
value, Another building neta 33 per cent, 

“Obviously,” says the authority, “a small port- 
folio of such properties is enough to guarantee a 
pleasant winter in Florida.” Naturally, the own- 
ers and agents resist change. ‘Public housing 
does not compete with filthy slum properties, It 
eliminates them,” 

To protect those Florida vacations, should St. 
Louls refrain from further public housing con- 
struction? If St. Louis does that, the slums will 
stand, They will continue to provide grossly 


disproportionate shares of crime and disease, 


They will continue to spread a cancerous blight 
to other property, driving taxpayers to the coun- 
ty. And they will continue to consume 45. per 
cent of St, Louls’s municipal service budget but 
to pay only 6 per cent of the taxes, 

Florida vacations for a few citizens are not 
worth that. They would not be worth it even if 
the city had to pay large amounts to clear the 
slums, The city does not have to pay large 
amounts, The public housing tenant pays the 
larger part of his own way. A very low interest 
rate pays a large part. The Federal Government 
pays a large part in direct contributions. The 
city provides only a nominal relief from taxes— 
and even then, the public housing projects pay 
more to the city than the areas they occupy paid 
in the past, 

Yet, on this minor tax-exemption technicality, 
sorely needed public housing for 12,000 addition- 
al St. Louls families is so far blocked in the 
House of Representatives at Jefferson City. The 
legislators have heard arguments and wails of 
Socialism by the Louls Nolte-Real Estate Ex- 
change crowd, Before reconvening next month, 
they should give a half-hour to the affirmative 
case, Which is clearly and concisely presented in 
the Housing Authority report, Legislators who 
do that will, we think, be persuaded by its sheer 
capitalistic common sense. 
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Ambitious East Side Project 


The East Side finally has come to grips with 
its smoke problem, This was a strenuous process 
requiring engineers from Cincinnati and even 
smokier cities to stand off and gaze upon cross- 
river smoke, Now these specialists in soot and 
cinders have found the solution: purely volun- 
tary compliance with minimum standards for fir- 
ing equipment, plus a big educational campaign. 

In short, the East Side is trying earnestly to 
rid itself of the smoke nuisance by the following 
drastic means: 

1, Investigation. 

2. Evaluation. 

3, Recommendation. 

4. Education, 

All that is left for the East Side to do is to 
put its rabbit into a top hat and forget to pull 
it out again. 
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To Perfect the Veterans’ Center 

Robert K. Salyers, assistant administrator of 
the Retraining and Re-employment Administra- 
tion in Washington, has high praise for the Vet- 


erans’ Service Center in St. Louls. An earlier 
survey by Mr, Salyers’s agency has found more 
to blame than to praise in the 6t. Louls Center, 
Credit for the progress that has changed censure 
to commendation goes to the Center's board 
and to its able director, William K. Moors, 

Salyers mentioned particularly the emphasis 
in St. Louls on providing direct_ services for 
veterans at the Center instead of sending them 
on a referral runaround to agencies elsewhere. 
This, increasingly, has been the Center's policy. 

Too long, however, an exception has been 
made in the case of vocational counseling, which 
Salyers correctly stated is one of the Center's 
most important functions. Some time ago Moors 
hired a competent psychologist to head a voca- 
tional counseling department. He then invited 
the Red Cross, Jewish Employment Service, 
Y.M.C.A., USES, Urban League and the Vet- 
erans’ Administration to co-operate in the es- 
tablishment of a real vocational counseling serv- 
ice at the Center. 

This the agencies refused to do, insisting that 
veterans come to them if they wanted vocational 
guidance. This attitude, prompted by petty 
bureaucratic jealousy, leaves the Center board 
of directors with only one alternative. Moors 
should be authorized to establish his own thor- 
ough counseling service for veterans at the Cen- 
ter, with Center funds.

Sentner Spells It Out 

In an interview on the title page of this sec- 
tion today, Willlam Sentner, general vice presi- 
dent of the C1O United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America, and a member of 
the Communist party, presents his program for 
avoiding industrial disputes. 

In short, it is a program for a highly developed 
welfare state whose far-flung activities in pro- 
viding security for the ordinary man would be 
financed by profits from nationalized ‘public 
service” industries—a phrase that could only 
mean a nationalization program going at least 
as far as Great Britain's. 

Sentner’s program for “eliminating industrial 
warfare,” however, either means that the reins 
of control of our economy would shift, almost 
completely, or it would not accomplish what he 
has set out to accomplish. Security, as Sentner 
well knows, is not the sole objective of striking 
workers; they seek power, too. 

If Sentner’s program were to be carried out, 
the managerial class would give up most if not 
all of its power, which would be taken over by 
the state and the workers, or both, A word for 
this is revolution—perhaps bloodless, perhaps 
gradual, but nonetheless revolution.

Rack-Rent Revolt 


CAPTAIN BOYCOTT, by Pili Rooney. (D0. Appleton- 

Century Ce., Inc., New Y 

When trapped in oppressive inequality, 
man is occasionally shocked into vicious 
retaliation and revolt, Philip Rooney, in 
his novel, “Captain Boycott,” utilises this 
political commonplace to the full and adds 
a touch of humanistic perspective. 

Mr. Rooney's story concerns nineteenth 
century Ireland's despotic landlords-—par- 
ticularly Capt. Charles Boycott. This “land- 
ed gentry” was willing, through use of the 
British army, to smear the countryside 
with blood rather than relinquish the antl- 
social institution of rack-rent. They were 
willing to bear the contumely of the world 
at large so long as they were able to hold 
on to their exploitatory source of wealth. 

The ruthless tenacity of the landholders 
led to rebellion and bloodshed. It led also 
to the development of another weapon— 
economic oatraclam-which became almoat 
as powerful in tenancy reform as physical 
revolt, The nature of the new weapon, as 
preached by the great Irish statesman, 
Charies Stewart Parnell, and practiced by 
the Land League, is revealed in these words 
of Father John O'Malley, in response to 
the clamor of angry victimized farmers: 

“. . » #0 you can go back now to your 
homes and leave violence be, , . Here 


.on the shores of Lough Mask you have 


forged a weapon that is stronger than vio- 
lence. You have that weapon now to use 
against the grabber and the rack-renter, 
a weapon that'll strike terror into the 
heart of a man that levies an unjust rent 
or into the heart of that man who seizes 
a farm from which his neighbor has been 
unjustly evicted... . You can punish the 
rack-renter or the grabber. You can os#- 
tracize him , . . you can isolate him, . 
you can Boycott him!" It was thus the 
word “boycott” came into the language. 
Hugh Davin, the central figure in this 
novelized history, and an eager follower of 
Parnell is vividly portrayed. The writing 
of the whole book is gracefully compact 
and has the quality of heroic legend.

VICTORY, by Winston Churchill,

This latest volume of Churchill's pubile 
utterances covers the last seven monthg of 
officially active war, beginning with a re- 
view of the war on Jan. 14, 1045, largely 
devoted to defending the British policy in 
Gireece, and ending with a final review of 
the war exactly seven months later, largely 
devoted to criticizing the resulta the new 
Government had achieved and the plans it 
had announced. 

In between are the defense of the Yalta 
eonference, the various victory speeches and 
measages, the atomic bomb announcement, 
anawers in the Commona and the election 
atatements and broadcasts. 

* . 

Nowhere ia there the incomparable ora- 
torical lift that marked so many of Church- 
ilil's earlier speeches, The ruthlesg wit, the 
awesome skill in debate, the thorough com- 
petence, the muave sense of decorum and 
fitness—these are unimpaired. But the lift 
and exaltation of the fighting speeches dis- 
appears as the problems of peace come 
nearer. 

This is most marked in the election broad- 
casts. One gets the impression, reading 
these a year later, that either Churchill was 
resigned beforehand to defeat or that he 
was absurdly confident that a fighting cam- 
paign was unnecessary, In four broadcaata, 
32 printed pages, the only apecific planks 
were milk for babies and expectant mothers 
and an expanded national insurance pro- 
gram, the details of which were not di- 
vulged. 

The rest was fear for the democratic lib- 
erties under Bocialiam, attacks on Prof. 
Laski and resentment over the break-up of 
the Coalition before Japan waa defeated. 
If he really hoped to win, it was a pitiful 
performance, in a country whose elections 
nearly always turn, unlike ours, on positive 
proposals rather than on merely negative 
criticism,

Yet Churchill's position as the foremost 
orator of our time ia not endangered, nor 
is this volume unrewarding. Besides the 
literary excellences, the loving care with 
which he protects the traditional trappings 
of official procedure and the great faith he 
has in free debate are both fascinating and 
illuminating. 

“The last time I was here,” he says at 
Bristol University, “the building was in 
flames, and the officerg of the university 
pulled on their robes over khaki dress 
blackened and wetted by the night's work 
they had done, But nothing interrupted the 
ceremony nor diverted its course.” The 
ceremony was no necessary wniversity 
function, but the conferring of honorary 
degrees on an Australian and an American, 

Elsewhere, in explo&ning plans for an 
early rebuilding of the House of Commona, 
he says with evident satisfaction, “We must 
look forward to the time when this house 
will be torn by faction and fury.” 

Somehow this seems the most English of 
all the volumes of Churchill's speeches, and 
the one that gives the clearest key to Eng- 
land's unprecedented permanence.

forced on the Germans, 

Disagreement With Lippmann. 

Much ag I admire Walter Lipp- 
mann and value him as a colum- 
nist, I do not agree with the nicely 
buttoned-up theory he hag about 
the present situation in Germany, 
According to him, one would be- 
eve that the Russians and the 
British are furiously outbidding 
each other for the support of the 
German people in the next war, 
which he assumes will be between 
Nussia on the one hand and Brit 
ain and the United States on the 
other, In the first place, it is my 
observation that Germany will not 
be in a position to wage war 
again for a great many years and 
although she has a huge reserve 
of manpower, there enn be no such 
thing as an integrated German 
army, as far as I can see, 

Tt is only natural to suppose 
that all four of the victorious 
powers are doing what they can, 
along with denagification, to com- 
mend thelr methods and their 
ideas to the Germans, but the 
thought of a attempt to line 
them up sentimentally now for 
one or another power, while the 
punitive aspect of the occupation 
in atill in full blast, atretches my 
credulity to the breaking point! 
There is no doubt however, that 
the Russians and the British are 
playing for keeps, Being Old 
World powers, that is the only 
way they know, 

Piritain ta fighting to maintain 
her place in the world. This re- 
quires her to be intensely con- 
cerned in the future of Kurope. 
She feela that Germany muat 
never again be in a position to 
invade her, This in turn makes 
the disposition of the Ruhr tre- 
mendously important. Further- 
more, Britain feels that if Russia 
jets a port on the Mediterranean, 
her life line is menaced, There- 
fore she must maintain a stiff at- 
titude at Trieate, 

Tiritain is also aware of Russian 
influence on the Middle and the 
Far EKaat, on Islam, on China, and 
in fact all along the far-flung 
British frontiers, :

Issue of Unification, 


Mr. Lippmann pointed out that 
the Germans want to have their 
country united again, Of course 
they do, And of course, also, that

ORVILLE WRIGHT, 75, VOICES 
CONCERN OVER WORLD PEACE 


DAYTON, O. Aug. 17 (AP)— 
Orville Wright, ready to celebrate 


his seventy-fifth birthday, was 
more concerned about world 
peace tonight than about. the fu- 
ture of the aviation industry he 
helped to father. ;

UNIONS SEEKING 
CUMRADESHIP 0) F 
WORLD S WORKERS 


First Meeting in Coun- 
try’s History: Held in 
Tokyo; Forty Per Cent 
of Industrial Labor 
Has Been Organized.

With suddenness the 
fron curtain of militarism which 
has hidden Japanese labor unions 
from the world for the Inst ten 
years, was raised this week with 
the first country wide meeting of 
the National Federation of Labor 
in Tokyo, and their request that 
® message be sent to the World 
Federation of Trade Unions, 

“Although we have not as yet 
freedom to co-operate with your 


unions, just as Japan herself has 
not yet been allowed to participate 
in the United Nations, we hope 
the day will come soon when we 
can shake handa with the com. 
rades of the world regardless of 
nationality, race, religion and lan- 
guage, and find ourselves on a 
common front with them in the 
fight for the creation of a new 
world order based on friendship, 
peace and democracy to the ex- 
clusion of exploitation and op- 
pression.” 

Representing 860,000 of the 3,- 
000,000 In the ranks of organized 
labor throughout Japan, these 
workers met for the first time in 
their histery to dincusa freely 
problems confronting them, 

Leas than a year ago there was 
no free and genuine democratic 
workers’ organizations in Japan. 
Oppres#ive legisiation, and police 
and military repression, atrongly 
effective under the authority of 
the “Dangerous Thoughts” and 
National Mobilization Acts, made 
it impossible for Japanese workers 
to make their voices heard, 

In 1937 unions were suppressed 
in preparation for full military 
control of production, All rights 
of assembly, speech, protest, col- 
lectiye bargaining and unioniza- 
tion were denied, and all pre 
war leaders were killed, impria- 
oned, exiled, or otherwine alilenced, 

First National Meeting, 

The first national meeting was 
held in an auditorium § seating 
1500, dingy and dank-amelling. 
Delegates arrived from various 
parts of Japan carrying shabby 
brief cases, or thelr belongings 
wrapped in «ilk furoahikia, the 
favorite Japanese way of carrying 
things, These are are large aquare 
ecarves into which everything ta 
wrapped, then tied with an effec- 
tive knot at the top, by which it 
ie carried. Most delegates alao 
had water canteens or teapots, 
and carried § fans. Some wore 
faded khaki outfits, othera were 
in American-style clothes, T saw 
no kimonas, which meant these 
were the practical Japanese of 
today, 

The queer combination of things 
old and new that isn a Japanene 
characteriatic, wana reflected by 
Komakich! Matsuoka, president of 
the federation, when he came to 
talk to me. He carried a tradl- 
tional fan in one hand which had 
characters written on it enalling 
for national unity, and tn the 
other hand had his modern auto 
matic pencil, 

A large painting of the federa- 
tion's aymbol hung in the middle 
of the stage, representing a cog 
wheelsand machine bands, On 
each side were long paper atripa, 
hand-painted, expressing desire 
for: “Participation in World Fed- 
eration of Labor;” “Fostering for- 
mation of national labor unlons 
by tnduatries;” “Elimination = of 
feudalistic and militaristic din 
eriminationsa;” “Buppression of in- 
dustrial sabotage by capitalists.’ 

This labor group would be com- 
parable to the AFL in the Unit 
ed States, and ita conservative 
in nature, but ambitious for con- 
etructive labor legislation, It sup- 
porte the Social) Democratic party, 
and Matsuoka, the President, Is 
the right wing lender of the group 

The federation ta also con 
cerned with the knotty problem of 
how to ateer clear of the on- 
slaughtesa of the socalled Commu 
nist-dominated rival organization, 
the National Congress of Indus 
trian) Organizations, often called 
the Japanese counterpart of the 
ClO 

When T asked if American occu- 
pation had benefited Japanese 
workers, Matsuoka replied: “It 
has been made easy to form 
unions, due to the BCAP policy 
of leniency towards labor, Mem- 
bers also realize that it is food 
from America which Is keeping 
many of them alive, and for that 
they are very grateful.” Often Jap- 
anese and their newspapers ex. 
preea thelr thanks for “Mac 
Arthur food,” so | was interested 
in Matsuoka's phrasing: “Amert- 
can food.” 

Communtet Participation, 

Another queation as to whether 
Communiata were allowed in the 
unions, brought thia reply: "Tt ta 
our polley to allow any workers 
to join, providing they make no 
disturbances, Hut the usual Com. 
munisat practice is to infiltrate in 
various wunderhand means, and 
then try to make trouble, so we 
make a great effort to combat 
thia act,” 

The monthly union member dues 
are fifty wen, about 4% centa 
far cry from the high percentage 
rate American workers pay for 
union membership, There are no 
highly paid organizers, or top 
union leaders who draw big 
enalarieas,

Post-Dispatch, 
TOKYO (By Air Mail). 

HILE high-ranking interna- 

W tions planners are discuss 

ing the future of Japan, the 

Japanese people, faced by stark 
necessity and not being able to 
wait for the planners, have gone 
to work at the job of rebuilding 
their homens, 

What is happening is readily 
apparent here in Tokyo, and much 
the same altuation prevails in 
other cities and towns throughout 
the country, The job of rebuilding 
the 2,400,000 houses (Japanese fig- 
ures) destroyed in the air raids is 
on, As a result, Tokyo today is 
a hive of industry, with thousands 
of Japanese men and women 
working night and day in the con- 
struction of the greatest “shack- 
town” in the world, 

The job is being done so rapidly 
that it has a Hollywoodian appear- 
ance, The jerry-bullt structures 
now under construction may be 
replaced by permanent buildings 
at some future time, but it te 
likely that much of Tokyo will 
continue, as it was before the 
coming of the F-20a, to be a city 
of cheap wood-and-plaster houses 
and retail shops, 

Even the Ginga, famoun atreet 
of department and specialty 
stores, is being rebuilt in this 
fashion, A few of the more per 
manent aetructures which survived 
total destruction by the B-20s are 
standing, Some of them, burned 
out and blackened by flames, are 
unoccupied or filled with squat- 
ters, The spaces between these 
atructuren are rapidly being 
filled with cheap wooden shacks 
with ornate fronts, 

Comparative figures are un. 
available, but there probably is 
more construction going on in 
Tokyo today than tn any other 
city in the world, The sound of 
the hammer and the saw is heard 
on all sides, and I often wonder 
where all the Carpenters came 
from, 


Japs Just Working. 
A few days ago there waar an 
acrimonious debate in the local 
Allied Control Council for Japan, 
participated in by the American 
and Kussalan delegates, concerning 
the question of modern labor leg- 
islation for Nippon, There war 
talk about an eight-hour day and 
a 40-hour week with pay for over- 
time set by law, and provision for 
holidays and so on, It appeared 
that the respective representatives 
of American democracy and Rus- 
sian Communism were trying to 
outco each other in the creation 
of a future happy state for Jap- 
anese labor, But the Japanese 
carpenters and plumbers and 
other artisans in the building 
trades are not thinking about 
rival ideologies; they are working 
from early daylight and through 


half the night by candle-light re- 


building their little frame houses, 
shops and two-by-four factories, 
Using scraps of lumber, rusty 
tin, corrugated tron and reclaimed 
nteel plates, they are constructing 
what is probably the ugliest city 
in the world, but apparently they 
are not worrying about appear. 
ances. On a recent tour of the 
burned-out areas, I counted more 
than 200 buildings in process of 
conatruction in one block and 
none appeared to be more than 
25 feet aquare or more than two 
stories high, 
Since the people of Tokyo, faced 
by another great neceasity--food— 
have planted moat of the burned. 
out areas in corn, tomatoes, pota- 
toes and other vegetables, these 
thousands of little structures are 
emerging from a background of 
green, 
TBullding is Simple, 3 

A Japanese house, incidentally, 
presents no serious construction 
problema, It consists solely of four 
walle, a floor and a roof, The 
frame work is of light lumber, 
with a tile roof if the builder is 
lucky; moat of the roofs now 
consist of tin or corrugated iron 
held down by stones or chunks 
of rusty iron, The walla may be 
of thin boards or plaster rein- 
forced by iron mesh, but since 
there ia neither plaster nor tron 
mesh avaliable, the buildera are 
using bamboo slats and mud, 

The Japanese usually go in for 
highly polished hardwood floors 
and woodwork, but such luxuries 
are out for the present, Today a 
roof, even of rusty tin, Is more 
important than lacquered polished 
beama,

prosperous photographer to ob- 
tain a passport picture, I found 
him on a aside atreet, in a tin and 
wood shack of his own construc- 
tion, in the midat of a flourishing 
vegetable garden of his own 
planting. The corn (something 
new for the Japanese diet) wars 
taller than the roof of hia house. 
Due to lack of space inside, the 
picture had to be taken on the 
sidewalk outside, thua providing 
unexpected entertainment for 
some dozens of Japanese bables 
and children and thelr mothers, 
who gathered from the neighbor- 
hood to see the foreigner being 
photographed, 


Figures dealing with the extent 
of Tokyo deatruction are practi- 
cally unobtainable here; they are 
locked up in the. filing cabinets 
of innumerable commissions 
which have been digging about In 
the rubble, I have in mind par- 
ticularly the number and size and 
types of industrial establishments, 
retail stores and private real- 
dences, 


I was told that several Japanese 
organigationa are working on re 
porta showing the extent of de- 
struction in various linea, For ex- 
ample, reports already have been 
compiled showing the destruction 
of schools and churches, and par- 
ticularly inatitutions of higher ed- 
ucation such as Kelao Univeraity, 
some parts of which were burned. 


Bath-House Smokestacks, 


Appearances often are decep- 
tive, particularly the veritable for- 
eata of blackened concrete smoke- 
stacks which are an outstanding 
feature of the Tokyo landscape. 
I counted 187 such smokestacks 
which were visible from one ele- 
vation in a street where I parked 
my car, Since each stack is from 
40 to BO feet high, the impression 
is that of a vast Industrial area 
which has been burned out, I dis- 
covered, however, that a large 
percentage of these atacks were 
not.the remains of manufacturing 
establishments, but of Japanese 
bath-hounes, 

Since few Japanese homes pos- 
seas private bathing facilities, the 
population—some seven or elght 
millions of Tokyo reaidenta, plus 
uncounted thousands of transients 
depended on public bath-houses, 
Now that so many of thene have 
been destroyed many Japanese are 
bathing in the numerous canals 
and rivera which cross the city, 
As yet, the moat which surrounds 
the palace of the Emperor re- 
maina inviolate for the bather, 
but it Is beginning to be a source 
of sport and velinoed: for a 
horde of young anglers who are 
inking advantage of the new 
democracy. 

On a recent circular tour of 
Tokyo and Yokohama, embracing 
some 65 miles of’ former city 
streets and highways, involving 
many stopa and taking tp moat 
of one day, L observed only two 


or three sections where sacenes of 
destruction were not visible, and

most of these were residential 
areas, By now, most of the streets 
have been cleared up, together 
with the mase of electric and tele- 
phone wires. Tokyo was still in 
the overhead wire era when the 
bombers came, and the heat from 
the firea they set melted or bent 
many of the iron poles, leaving a 
tangle of wiring that made atreets 
impenetrable for weeks, 

Although there were innumer- 
able freaks where certain blocks 
or sections of blocks escaped de- 
struction, the only entire section 
of Tokyo which escaped the man- 
made conflagration wasn the new 
or modernized area surrounding 
the Imperial Palace, which was 
conatructed following the devaa- 
tating earthquake and fire of 
1923, The large, modern office 
buildings fronting thy palace 
which escaped destruction now are 
being used by our occupation 
forces, 

Docks Still Intact. 

In Yokohama, the _ extensive 
syatem of modern docks, with 
much of the equipment, ia atill 
largely intact as is much of the 
downtown port area, The large 
steel plants and machine shopa in 
this section of Yokohama also 
were not seriously damaged, In 
various places in both Yokohama 
and Tokyo there are apringing up, 
in mushroom fashion, new villages 
designed to house the families of 
United Atates war personnel who 
are arriving by the shipload prac- 
tically every week, 

It ie difficult for the average 
person to picture either the extent 
of previous Tokyo development or 
present destruction, Moat of the 


industries of Tokyo were small, 
but there Was an enormous pro- 
duction of war gooda in the Tokyo 
district—in small plants, machine 
shops or even in homes, Occasion- 
ally one sees long rows of rusty 
lathes and astamping machines, 
which incidentally, the Chinese 
claim they could use if the rep-| 
arationga question ever ia settled, 
Today the machines are deterior- 
ating and Japan, once the world’s 
leading customer for acrap-lron, 
now has larger useless stockpiles 
of that material than any other 
country, 

The Tokyo Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry recently has 
published a “postwar = industrial 
city planning program,” which 
probably will remain in the paper 
atage while the actual rebuilding 
of the city proceeda poat-haate, 
Whether it ever comes into being, 
there are several interesting points 
in the plan, the firat being that 
the future Tokyo-Yokohama aren 
would be restricted to 6,000,000 
persona, The remainder of the 
population would be “dispersed” 
into the rural areas, “thereby in- 
creasing the populations of numer- 
ous minor elities of the so-called 
Kanto-Shinetsu district.” 

These smaller cities, 35 in num- 
ber, are all within a 100-mile ra- 
diua of the capital, Only three or 
four would be permitted popula- 
tiona exceeding 1,000,000, and each 
would be “specialized” so far an 
the activities of its people are con- 
cerned, For example, Tsuchlura, 
with a population of 130,000, would 
be devoted to education and the 
brewing industry, 

According to the published plan, 
the apectalized activities of the 
various cities would include manu- 
facture of ceramics, textiles, man- 
ufacture of Hight machinery, 
wooden geta (shoes), food procenss- 
ing, chemical industries, textile 
dyeing, fertilizer manufacture, 
precision inatruments, farm imple. 
ments and innumerab® novelties 
and articles purchased by tourtsta 
Moveral cities would be devoted to 
cultural and educational activities. 

Publication of the report is con- 
aidered significant of Japan'a in 
tention to continue as an indus- 
trial nation, although restricted 
from the standpoint of heavy war 
Industries which previously pre- 
dominated, particularly in the 
Kobe-Osaka area, 
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neeoms an competent, intelligent 
man, sincere in his Interest in 
bettering working conditions in 
Japan—and goodness knowa they 
need improvement, Low wages 
and unbearable restrictions have 
alwaya been the laborer's lot here.

OBJECTORS’ RELEASE 


URGED BY CLERGYMEN 


More Than 300 Sign Lettee 
Asking Truman to Grant 
Amnesty. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17 (UP)— 
More than 300 clergymen joined 
today in urging President Truman 
to grant amnesty to conscientious 
objectors, asserting that they 
shared the concern already ex- 
pressed by the President for the 
preservation of individual liberty. 
In a letter released by Dorothy 
Canfield Fisher, honorary chal~ 
man of the amnesty committee, 
the clergymen sald a majority of 
imprisoned objectors are Jehovah's 
Witnesses who have claimed that 
evangellatic activities entitled 
them to exemption from the draft, 
“However we may personally 
view their beliefs with regard to 
war and conacription,” the letter 
anid, “we feel that this treatment 
of a minority group motivated by 
the highest ideallam ,.. i# not in 
keeping with the heritage of free- 
dom of conscience and religion 
which you and all of us cherish.” 

The clergymen said that “par- 
ticularly inspiring’ in the Presi- 
dent's address at the meeting of 
the Federal Counci) of Churches tn 
Columbus, O., last March was his 
reference to the supreme impor- 
tance of freedom of conscience 
and religion. They asked for re 
lease of imprisoned conscientious 
objectora and the restoration of 
full civil rights to all 6000 men 
sentenced under the Selective

A Fat Man With a Robust App 
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_ Tells Why He Can Eat Anything He 
Likes Without:-Gaining More Weight

NE day a few years ago, 
Qeitn a friend of mine who 
is a doctor, 1 came down 
out of the mountains carry- 
ing a 40-pound pack after 
three days on the trails. We 
were to be met at a certain 
village: but we were ahead of 
time and a restaurant at- 
tracted us. I ordered a steak, 
some string beans, a cup of 
coffee, and a alice of apple 
pie, 
“And bring the ple first,” 
I said. When it was brought, I 
ate it. My medical friend ob- 
served the proceeding with a 
sort of awe, and finally re- 
marked: “Well, I've seen some 
damned fool stunts in my 
time, but that's tops!” 


Now it is no new experience 
for me to hear critical com- 
ment on the manner of my 
eating, the food I choose, the 
quantity I consume, and the 
apeed and efficiency of ita 
consumption. Mine is one of 
those digestive plans which 
makes the most out of every 
mouthful. If it were in busi- 
ness, it would be tremen- 
dously successful; offering a 
perfect demonatration of what 
the economist would = call 
“maximum return.” I have 
even demonstrated that I can 
gain weight on apples! 


But this body chemistry of 
mine, so adept at making 
much out of little, has an- 
other attribute, It gives me 
an enormous appetite. So I 
am torn between the twin 
horns of this dilemma; how to 
eat more and gain leas. 

I explained this now to my 
medical friend. “You're mis- 
taken,” I said. “Pie before 
meals is not foolish, It is actu- 
ally a wise policy, The aver- 
age person eats all he wanta, 
and then eata dessert because 
he like it, When I'm ‘asape- 
clally hungry, I eat ple first; 
and after having thua dulled 
the edge of appetite I eat only 
enough of routine victuals to 
satisfy my hunger.” 

Since I weighed at the time 


used to relate how when T 
was six she called me to 
lunch one day, and I, busy 
with play, declined to come, 
saying | was not hungry. She 
sald: 

“You want something, don’t 
you?” 

And I conceded: “Well, you 
might fix me six or seven 
sandwiches,” 


And my mother remembers 
saying to me one morning, 
after I had done particularly 
well with buckwheat cakea: 
“Ben Ames, you ought always 
to stop eating while you could 
atill eat a little more, You 
should always get up from 
the table hungry.” 

To which 1 answered with 
perfect truth: “I always do!”

The outward and visible re- 
sults were early manifest. I 
ventered college weighing 185 
pounds, During my sopho- 
more year, I worked in a 
restaurant; in return for my 
labors, I was free to eat what- 
ever the restaurant had on 
hand, and whenever I chose, 
A aix-egg omelet was just a 
bedtime snack, A pile and a 
half, or even two plies, was 
just grace after meat; since I 
had not yet discovered the 
wisdom of eating pie before 
meals, 

But at the end of six weeka, 
the proprietor—who had per- 
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242, stripped, against hie 155, 
he Was not convinced, We 
argued the point during lunch, 
and I pointed out that he ate 
more ateak than I, and five 
siices of bread and butter 
againat my none, and a piece 
of pie with ice cream on it to 
top off. Even then he was not 
persuaded, 

In the process of explaining 
the point to him, ] realized 
that for 25 yveare I had heen 
an expert on diet without 
knowing it. Every other ex- 
pert on this matter has had 
his say in print. I propose 
here to give the benefit of my 
discovery to a hungry world, 


I repeat: To «a hungry 
world. For the remarks that 
follow are not addressed to a 
peckish people who dabble 
with a cup of thin soup anda 
leaf of lettuce and then as- 
wert that they cannot eat 
another mouthful, I apeak to 
those who like myself are al- 
ways hungry, who like to eat, 
On an occasion some years 
ago in the old Baston Athlet- 
ic Association I sat watching 
amateur boxing. A series of 
slim youngsters appeared in 
the ring, boxed three fast 
rounds, and departed, By and 
by, behind me, someone 
signed ahd said: 

“Rill, how'd you like to be 
in the shape those kids are 
in?”

And Bill wistfully replied: 
“Jim, I'd love it. It'd be so 
darned much fun getting back 
the way I am.” 

It je to such 
titen an these that I speak. 
If I had met Bill 30 years 
ago, I could have told him 
how to have the fun of eat- 
ing, how to eat all he wanted 
of whatever he wanted, with- 
out getting back the way he 
was. I qualify as an expert, if 
on no other count, on the 
ground of experience. In thease 
40 odd years I have proba- 
bly eaten as much food in as 
many different ways an any 
man. My interest in food early 
impressed itself upon my fam- 
ily, My southern grandmother 
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haps been checking up on the 
contents of his pantry—-ap- 
proached me with a diffident 
suggestion. 

“Ben,” he said, “I've been 
thinking, you ought to get 
more pay. Say I pay you five 
dollars a week cash, and you 
buy your Own meals,” 


The proposition waa on Ita 
face reasonable enough, Good 
board for three dollars and a 
half was the rule of the pe- 
riod. But being quick at 
figures, I was able by a rapid 
mental calculation to satiafy 
myself that under the pro- 
posed arrangement I would 
he the loser, There wan guile 
in this apparently generous 
proposal. So I said: “Oh, I 
guess we'll go along this way. 
I don't want you to pay me 
more than I’m worth.”

He sighed, but the ar- 
rangement went unchanged, 
Through three years of college 
I ate with a certain joyous 
abandon, I remember one 
evening coming in from a 
day's hunt and ordering and 
eating three New England 
boiled dinners. I weighed 
215 at graduation, In the 
natural course of events I 
renched, at the age of 35, an 
all-time high of 267 stripped. 
About that time our daughter 
was born, and for some reason 
her approaching advent 
preyed upon my mind to such 
an extent that after eating 
a few scrambled eggs on 
Monday morning for break- 
fast, I ate nothing whatever 
till Friday noon, and after 
her successful if somewhat 
holated arrival. I dropped 
back to 245 during these four 
days, seized the opportunity 
to take out some more life 
insurance, and decided to give 
serious consideration to the 
matter of weight control, 

IT tried exercise, but exer- 
cise was a disappointment. 
The harder I worked the 
more I weighed, One tem- 
pestuous 24 hours will illus- 
trate this. I weighed, upon a 
certain morning, 232 pounds. 
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After an afternoon of hot ten- 
nis I weighed before dinner 
that evening 222 pounds, Be- 
fore breakfast next morning 
I weighed 233! 

Now I eat everything I 
want. My normal breakfast is 
two coddled eggs, a siice of 
toast, a cup of coffee with 
cream but no sugar, and an- 
other cup with neither sugar 
nor cream, My favorite lunch 
is a bowl of soup, neither 
clear nor creamy: vegetable 
soup, Philadelphia pepper pot, 
split pea soup, something of 
the sort, My dinner is as the 
dinners of other men, except 
that butter, bread and pota- 
toes do not interest me, By 
taste I do not eat things that 
have been fried; and for the 
same reason I do not eat 
bacon, ham, pork in any 
form,

But whenever, as the hour 
for dinner approaches, I find 
myself particularly hungry, I 
eat something to dull my ap- 
petite, Candy, nuts, a sand- 
wich, or a plece of ple, For, 
during these years of experi- 
ence, I have learned that to 
eat properly, with a just ap- 
preciation of good food but 
without gluttony, one should 
avoid coming to the table hun- 
gry. Mothers, perhaps from 
the beginning of time, have 
warned their children against 
eating between meals, The 
warning takes on a definite 
form: “If you eat that, you'll 
take away your appetite,” 


It is natural for a mother 
to have this fear. No woman 
likes to see a peraon at her 
table nibble at his food, or 
push it disdainfully away, 
Women, especially if they 
have labored in the kitchen, 
look approvingly upon a 
hearty feeder. But, mothers 
to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, to eat well, happily, heart- 
lily and properly, one should 
begin by deliberately killing 
his appetite. 

The older nationa long ago 
recognized this fact, and mat 
the situation by inventing 
hors d'oeuvres! No one can 
do justice to a tray of caviar, 
pate, salami and what not and 
atill retain his original zeal 
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for food in more vulgar forma, 
However, a certain caution 
is in this direction sometimes

The fundamental principle 
of the Art of Hating, for peo- 
ple who like to eat is—first, 
dull your appetite, It is aston- 
ishing that this secret has 
gone #0 long undiscovered. 
The way to put on weight is 
well recognized. Eat your nor- 
mal meal, till you are satis- 
fied, Then, after you have 
eaten all you want, drink a 
giase or two of milk, or eat 
some more, A deasert, for in-

The way to avoid putting 
on weight, logically, is the 
converse of that proposition. 
Before sitting down to your 
normal meal, drink a glass or 
two of milk, or eat something.

F Hollywood's best storytellers 
| rac dreamed it up on a million 

dollar budget, they couldn't have 
improved the succéss story of 
Roger Horan, the baby-faced model 
turned cop, who cracked the vi- 
clous Central Park murder which 
had baffled New York's best man- 
hunters for days. 


It has all the surefire ingred- 
lenta«the 27-year-old Horan kinas- 
ing his pretty wife and three chil- 
dren goodby and going off to 
humdrum patrol duty tin sleepy 
Astoria ... police teletype ma- 
chines nervously breaking the 
midnight asatill with reports on 
murder ... Horan stumbling on 
a clew which was to lead to the 
capture of the killera and his pro- 
motion to the rank of detective. 


The story starts on the night of 
June 7, with Patrolman Horan 
stopping in at a neighborhood 
tavern for a quick beer before go- 
ing out on hia bleak midnight- 
to-eight duty. The bartender said 
to him: 


“This probably doesn't mean 
anything, but there's a young 
Army veteran who comes in here 
once In a while, Tonight I noticed 
he had a gun. A guy like that’s 
just looking for trouble.” 


There wasn’t much Horan could 
do about an unidentified young 
man with a gun, He drank his 
beer and went on duty, 


At 1 a.m, three young thugs 
closed in on Jack. Hylands, an 
ex-soldier, who was walking in 
Central Park with Yvonne Kenny, 
an 18-year-old high school girl 
whom he had met at a YMCA 
dance, They beat Hylands with 
the butts of their guns, raped the 
girl and fled, With them went 
their loot—$6. Hylands died al- 
most immediately and Yvonne 
wept out an hysterical atory to 
police, 


Three hours later, three bandits 
closed in on Antonio Marchisella, 
an ox-sailor and small-time pugi- 
list, and a man friend as they sat 
in a parked car in Astoria. They 
shot Marchiaelia dead, beat his 
companion and made off with a 
few dollars. 


The next day, New York news- 
papers played up the brutality 
and depravity of the Central Park 
marauders, but gave only routine 
coverage to the Marchisella mur- 
der, No one suspected any connec- 
tion between them. 

Mayor O'Dwyer branded the 
Central Park killing Mew York's 
“most vicious crime,” and ordered 
100 ace detectives to the case, The

He went to Inspector Edward 
A, Mullina, veteran homicide ex- 
pert who was then head of Queens 
detectives, and haltingly told what 
he knew, 

Mullins studied the handsome 
young man for a moment, then 
sald: 

“All right, Horan, I’m going to 
gamble on you. I’m going to take 
you out of uniform and assign you 
to this case. You have just ten 
days to produce, 

“You know that neighborhood, 
Cover every house and every 
block and come up with that guy 


M tive vent Roger Horan, juat 


who had a gun.” 


Roger Horan went home to his 
wife, whom all the neighbors say 
looks like Linda Darnell. That 
night they were supposed to have 
one of their rare evenings at the 
movies. It was a detective mys- 
tery and, as usual, they were to 
bet each other whodunit. 


Roger said: “We'll have to give 
up ‘the movie, Honey, I've been 
put into plain clothes to work on 
the Marchisella murder, It's my 
big chance.” 


At firat, young Mra, Horan found 
having a detective for a husband 
almost as thrilling as watching 
Humphrey Bogart in the movies, 
But as the days wore on, the 
Horan household fell into a dull 
routine. 


Roger would limp home at 4 
in the morning and eat the sand- 
wich which hie wife left beside a 
glass of milk in the refrigerator. 
Then he would fall into bed, and 
the three Horan kida weren't al- 
lowed to make any noise until 
after he got up at 10. After a 
quick breakfast, he was off again, 
until] 4 the next morning. 


With two older dectectives to 
whom he had been  aasigned, 
Roger wandered through Astoria, 
looking for the young man with 
the gun, The bartender had de- 
acribed him as a tall man named 
“Eddie,” with black curly hair. It 
wasn't much of a lead, but it was 
all the police had, 
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bar, from poolroom to pool- 

room, Alwaya, the pattern was 
the same. He would sidle up to 
some stranger, buy him a drink 
and, casually, ateer the conversa- 
tion around to Marchisella. 

Men talk big in barrooms, and 
often Roger heard something 
which sounded like an exciting tip. 
The detectives would pick up the 
atray threads of information, but 
time after time they proved phony. 

As Royer said: 


"We watched a dozen hounes, 
questioned a hundred janitors. We 
struck blanks, but all of us were 
determined to see it through, For 
me, the case was a special chal- 
lenge. I wanted to make good so 
that my wife and kids could have 
some of the things they wanted.” 


While all this was going on, the 
police were atill sending their beat 
men after the Central Park killers, 
Parents wrote blistering letters 
saying they didn’t think their

made her come into the kitchen 
for a apecial feast, He nald:

A guy in a bar told me something 
which May lead me to the men 
who killed Marchisella, And get 
this, honey—they may be the same 
bunch who pulled off that Central 
Park murder!” 


Mra. Horan was impressed, but 
Noger's weird hours had wearied 
her, She fell asleep right in the 
kitchen and Roger tenderly car- 
ried her hack to bed, 

After that, Roger was gone for 
48 hours, But when he returned, 
he was New York's neweat hero. 

For the tips had been accurate, 
at last, From information he had 
picked up, pollea aquada raided 
three Astoria homens and picked 
up Edward Koberski, 22, (the man 
the hartender had seen), Mdward 
Kahkoska, 21, and Henry Suckow,

Where Boy Scouts 
Enjoy Outdoor Life

NE day last week my friend Bernie Mabry called up to see 

0 whether I would go on an afternoon's jaunt with him down 
to the Lion's Den, which is the Boy Scout camp in Jeffer- 

son County. Bernie is a timber company executive and a 
member of the &t, Louls 

Council, Boy Scouts of 

America, as well aa being 


active in other conservation 
groups, He had arranged 
with George White, our 
state forester, to go along 
with us as the main purpose 
of the trip was to look over 
the timber resources on the 
wooded tract of 270 acres. 
This particular camp aite 
was largely financed by the 
Lions Clubs of St, Louls and 
St. Loula County and has 
been used by the Boy Scouts 
for more than 20 years, It 
is located along Rock Creek, 
a few miles south of Max- 
ville on the old Lemay Ferry 
road, The camp is in use 
the year-round and during 
the summer months as many 
as five troops are generally there at one time, each one spending 
a@ week, The troops are accompanied by their own scout 
masters, while the camp itself has a permanent staff of about 
16 men. In the winter time, only the permanent buildings are 
kept open and these are used for week-end camping trips by 
the various scout units. Perhaps the most interesting thing 
about the Lion's Den camp is that the entire 270 acres is fairly 
heavily timbered—thus providing a real wilderness atmosphere 
within 30 miles of the city limits of St. Louls, The short die- 
tance from the city reduces the transportation problem and 
makes it easy for almost any troop to spend a week there, We 
were met at the camp by Judd Green, the director, and several 
of his assistants, including J, H, Biebel and Augie Wilim, as 
well as by George White who had gone on ahead of us, The 
boys were holding their weekly awimming meet in the fine pool 
fed by purified spring water and they were a brown and healthy 
looking bunch. 
YY 22 23 
We soon had our party made up for a hike over the 
grounds. Accompanying us were Gus Budde of the Con- 
servation Federation and the camp executives and coun- 
eclors who were most interested in nature, We set out on 
a trail which led up the valley through @ good stand of 
timber and then over a high ridge where there was little 
timber except post oak on the rocky slopes. These hillsides 
had evidently been lumbered off many years ago and had 
suffered a good deal from burning since that time, so that 
the hillsides themselves didn't offer much opportunity for 
reforestation. 
* 
@ IN SPITE OF THIS, HOWEVER, it was easy to see that, 
wherever a tree had fallen to the ground and rotted, enough 
humus had been added to the soll so that on the down-hill alde 
there would be a good stand of partridge peas, native lespedesa 
and clover. Somehow or other, the very top of the ridge held 
more of ita top soll. For here, in addition to the post-oak, 
grew some hickories, an occasional good red or black oak, 
walnut and honey locust, Nearly all of these trees were 
shrouded with bittersweet vines which must be a beautiful sight 
fin late autumn, 


@ IN THE MAIN VALLEY IN WHICH the camp ta situated, 
the undergrowth is particularly interesting and includes many 
of the shrubs and vines which make good deer browse, Thera 
ia the prickly amilax, better known as cat briar because of its 
thorns, and many types of wild grape. The hillsides are cov- 
ered with dogwood, buckhorn sumac, aromatic muimac, teaherry, 
hazelnut, hawthorn, wahoo and many others, On the far side 
of one of the ridges was a amall valley which had at one time 
been farmed or at least cleared for pasture, A small apring 
branch came down through this Meadow and it looked to me 
like an excellent’ place to establish a large farm pond which 
could be stocked with bluegill and bass to furnish an interesting 
and worthwhile addition to the camp ourriculum, 
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If this pond is ever built, and it should be a compara- 
tively easy job, the boys would have an opportidhity to learn 
to fly fish and bait cast. This is a recreation which, to my 
mind, is of at least equal importance to the regular team 
activities, Ninety per cent of these latter activities will be 
discarded in adult life, while the boy who becomes an enthn- 
silastic angler has a hobby which will last him the rest of 
his life. 
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@ IT WAS AN INTERESTING HIKE through the woods and 
across the hills, with frequent stopa made to identify this or 
that tree, shrub, vine or flower. Sometimes there were com- 
ments by the camp counselors, several of whom are excellent 
naturalists, Sometimes we listened to George White and his 
assistant forester and every now and then I held forth on my 
favorite subject-what happens to the Ozark forest floor when 
the woods are burned out year after year, The men who give 
their time to the St. Louls Council of Roy Scouts deserve credit, 
as do the camp etaff and scout masters, for helping give several 
hundred St. Louls youngsters a real taste of the out-of-doors,

EW persons would suspect 

that a man with a half-million 

dollars would worry a life 
time about an unpaid bill, But 
such is the case with Charles A, 
Locke, the Pittsburgh attorney 
who recently gave §300,000 of his 
fortune to charity, 

"T owed that bill to Fate,” ox- 
plained Locke, as he adjusted his 
black bow tle, “I wanted to be a 
preacher or a professor but Fate 
made me a lawyera rich law. 
yer. I thought it time to pay my 
deht to Fate.” 

For years, Locke said, he had 
sought a way to do this, Many 
a night he lay in bed gad to 
figure out how he could make 
his life amount to something more 
than a lot of dollar signs. 

"Then, suddenly,” he aald, “the 
things which had been buzzing 
in my head for years jelled and 
there was my answer: Spend 
the money on building character 
and brains.” 

Those two words — character 
and braine—apell out Locke's life 
philosophy. Eaulp a youngster 
with a well-informed mind and 
a Christian conscience, he con- 
tends, and you needn't worry 
whether he'll become ai useful 
citizen. 

So it was that Locke earmarked 
hie gift for: 

The University of Pittsburgh, 
through which his widowed 
mother, an accomplished pianist, 
helped him work his way to a 
law degree while he sold insur- 
ance on the side. 

The Y.M.C.A, of Pittaburgh, at 
whose summer camps he atill 
loves to sleep in tents and romp 
around as “Mad Anthony Wayne” 
when the boys play Indian 
games, 

The Protestant Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Pittaburgh, in which he 
once hoped to preach, 


And to meet unforeseen eventu- 
alities, he empowered the Pitts- 
burgh Foundation, to which the 
money has been entrusted, to dl- 
vert Kis gift to other aimilar in- 
stitutions if it should become “un- 
necessary, undeairable, impractical 
or impossible” to follow hia orig- 
inal wishes, 

“Rut the money must not be 
apent,” Looke emphasises, “except 
to promote the development of 
those two things—character and 
brains.” A bachelor nearing 79, 
Locke says his life has been a 
happy one deapite the tribulations 
of hia youth, 

Yet a half million dollara and 
a half dozen trips to Europe failed 
to bring him that “full happinesa” 
he sought and now enjoys by 
simply sitting in his office or his 
aix-room apartment and giving his 
money away, 

Locke was still too young to 
remember hie father’s death, But 
John Jacob Locke, the father, had 
been a stock broker and he had 
seen to it that the Lockes lived 
up to their station in life, They 
had a glittering mansion in old 
Allegheny, now Pittsburgh's North 
Hide, where the elite of the city's 
nineteenth century society meas- 
ured their standing in servanta 
and stables. The Lockes had 
plenty of servants and a two-

Joneses” after the family bread- 
winner died did not prove a prof- 
itable profession for Locke's widow, 
Kmma, and young Charlie, By the 
time he grew old enough to go to 
college, Charlie realized he would 
have to work his way through 
achool, Money took precedence 
over the ministry and he had to 
ahuck aside his ambition to be- 
come a preacher—or a professor 
~-because he felt he wouldn't earn 
enough when he got out of achool, 
Charlie decided there was enough 
giamour—and enough money~-in 
the law business to take a whirl 
at it. ' 

And sure enough there was, It 
waen't long after hia admission to 
the Allegheny county bar in 1897 
that Locke switched from count- 
ing cents to tabulating century 
notes, Fees of §6000 to $10,000 
for a case were not unusual, After 
one such case, Locka recalls a 
fellow attorney quipping: 3 

“Well, after. that $10,000. fea, 
Charlie, T guesa you'll go to the 
senahore and have yourself a high 
time,” 


“No,” Mr, Locke replied, “I'm 
going to put the money into the 
bank and forget about it.” 


Locke later did travel to Paria, 
Rome and other BHuropean capitals 
with his mother, in whose honor 
he has named the $800,000 fund 
because “she was the one who in- 
spired me to whatever I have 
— Mrs. Locke died in 

30, 


“But I definitely haven't put on 
the dog,” Locke asaya, “I have 
lived welle-yes, But I haven't 
lived extravagantly. I could have 
lived in great atyle, I could have 
had a valet, I could have retired 
and gone to Palm Beach or Call- 
fornia and had a high time, I 
could. have thrown parties every 


night of the week. But after it 
wan all over, what would I have 
to ahow for the time I've spent 
on earth?” 
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Ever aince childhood, Locke 
says, he haa been convinced 
there's a “purpose to life’ much 
more sacred than a Scotch and 
soda, 

"Sclence tella usa,” he deolares, 
“that the earth and the other plan- 
eta have been whirling about in 
apace for milliona of years, Yet 
they've never collided, Now I'm 
not an evangelist or a religious 
fanatic, but no one can tell me 
that's just a matter of chance, No 
one can tell me there ig no pur- 
pose behind thia--—that there ia no 
Almighty Power overseeing this 
phenomenon to make aure they 
don’t collide. 

“Mimilarly, 1 feel every man and 
woman on earth has a purpose in 
life and an obligation to God to 
make that life amount to some- 
thing good, I've tried for years to 
figure out how I could make my 
life amount to something, I feel 
sure now— without any reserva- 
tions whatsoever — that I havea 
done the beat thing I could have 
done.” 

It was only a few months ago 
that Locke decided what the “beat 
thing” was for him to do, He had 
eatablished a $100 memorial award 
at the University of Pittaburgh to 
be given to the senior honor stud- 
ent whose character and devo- 
tion to the achool'’s ideals stamped 
him or her as the outstanding 
graduate of the year, The first 
award waa won by the daughter 
of a minister who preaches in a

amall farm community about 200 
miles from Pittaburgh. The min-

After receiving the award the 
girl thanked Locke for giving her 
the chance—through the eastab- 
lishment of the award-—to aay 
thank you to her parents, in this 
manner, for the sacrifice they 
had made to give her an educa- 
tion.

The next day he sat down to 
eount his fortune, Ha checked 
on hia stocks and honds and his 
mortgages, He consulted = his 
brokerage firm, WHMa subtracted 
$25,000 which hae had just “loat” 
in a downward break on the 
stock market, The total came 
to about $450,000, 

Then came an even more 4iffi- 
cult job, Me had to determine 
how much to keep for his remain- 
ing years, which of the inveat- 
menta he should turn over to The 
Foundation and under what con- 
ditions. He spent weeks with 
bankers and other attorneys 
drawing the agreement under 
which he gave away the $300,000. 
Locke recalled every lesson he haa 
learned in the handling of trusts 
and estates of widows and or- 
phana to make eure future unfore- 
seen circumatances wouldn't be- 
tray the purpose to which he was 
devoting most of his fortune. 

The $150,000 he saved for him- 
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OU can imagine with what 
y joy and relief I greeted, in the 
pages of one of those acientifie 
magazines the office boy is always 
leaving around, a complete set of 
inatructiona for making an ad- 
justable knurling tool.

STERLING, Colo., Aug. 17 
HE buffalo, vicious and broad 
humped behind his sturdy core 
ral gate, whirled to face wa, 
two cautious girls in levis and 
plaid shirts, Knormous and men- 
acing, his eyes malevolent slate 
dimes beneath the sharp curve of 
his horns, his tufted tall swayed 
erect above tapering flanks aa he 
pawed the hot corral dirt, bellow- 
ing his warning. My heart crowded 


my throat. Would he charge right 
through the thick gate—so sud- 
denly fragile between ua’ 

It's risky—raising buffalo, But 
it's being done with atypical Weat- 
ern awagger on a buffalo ranch 
several miles northwest of here. 
Spread in the grim lee of the 
snow-capped Rockies, the ranch 
boasts flats and arroyos thick with 
wild oats and wheat; buffalo grass 
too, conceded topa for fine graz- 
ing. Mesquite and cottonwood 
patches stud the gullies and draws, 
and the air ia eriap with the acent 
of pine, The sturdy corrals flank 
the long yellow barn, where hay, 
Krain, and cotton cake for supple- 
mental buffalo feeding are stored 
by the multiple tons each fall. 


Here at the busy day's end cow- 
boys rock on scuffed boot heels, 
swapping yarns, mending bridles, 
or expertly rolling an occasional 
amoke. Truck motors sigh and 
grow cold parked in neat even 
rows, The broad door to the ma- 
chine shop, where the clang of 
metal on metal haf rung out the 
day, ia pulled shut, Smoke rises in 
awirled apirals from the low ranch 
house chimney and from the 
amoky brick stack of the bunk 
house stove. 


Buffs, destined for banquet 
tables from coast to conat, mill 
ominously in their bolted corrals, 
In the distant dusk more buffala 
range fenced pastures, decoyed 
from atampeding by cotton cake 
caches and hay-filled prairie feed 
bunks, It’s a spot where the Old 
Wost merges the New, with the 
buffalo—King of Beasts—viciously 
humped on his throne, 

A buffalo, unlike moat so-called 
‘wild’ animals, ia inatinctively vi- 
cious from the moment he’s foaled, 
And no amount of coddling will 
allay his bold menace, The fore- 
man's six-year-old daughter, ecsta- 
tic over a pair of week-old buff 
calves, had to have it proven to 
her, Wheedling one of the cow- 
boys into lassoing the pair and 
trucking them into a aturdy ranch 
pen, she tried ‘bucketing’ them, 
Mixing mash and grain in a bucket 
filched from the camp cook, she 
confidently climbed the corral 
fence to lower the bucket to the 
to the buffs.

N range a buffalo is never ap- 
() prowchea by a handler unless 

that handler is mounted or in 
a car or truck. It would be suicide 
to try. And the only thing that 
keopa a buffalo on range ia the 
supplementary feed offered him; 
hay in the. prairie feed bunka, 
and soy cake pellets, Even an 
electrified fence won't hold buf- 
falo if, sparked by their leader 
always the largest and strongest 
bull in the herd—they decide to 
stampede, Luckily’ their liking 
for soy cake, which not only helpa 
to fatten them but also puts a 
fine gloss on their hides, keeps 
their stampedesn to a minimum, 


The buff, as in the days when 
he roamed the prairies at will, is 
a mighty fighter. He fighta for 
amour, and for herd supremacy, 
No handler ever foolishly nears 
a pair of fighting buff bulla, But 
fascinated, he sits his horse in 
the distance as the buffs lunge 
and charge, viciously goring each 
other with sharp curved horns, 
The prairie dusf rises thick then 
as the buffa bellow their wrath, 
often locked to the death In their 
mighty struggle. If the buff van- 
quished in the vicious bout isn't 
killed, he heada for the mountatina, 
never to be seen again; for his 
defeat is a disgrace he can’t seem 
to face, It's quite a loss to his 
owner, for a three-year-old bull 
will top the scale at from 1600 to 
2400 pounds, and ia good eating 
from his shank to his hump, 

Speaking of the buff hump, that 
was the choice piece de resistance 
to the ploneer buffalo runner, 
Reckless in the chase, often racing 
beside a stampeding herd reload- 
Ing his gun again and again as 
he felled bulls and cows, the early 
pioneer runner killed for the sport, 
and for the hide which brought

him high prices back east, As 
for the meat, he'd alice choice 
steaks from the hump, brolling 
them over his buffalo chip fire 
come evening, the remainder hav- 
ing been left to rot in the sun, 
That hardy frontiersman, Fran- 
cia Parkman, tin hia “Oregon 
Trail,” claimed Kit Carson as the 
pre-emminent buffalo runner of 
that era, ‘ 


The Indian, when he ruled the 
western peaka and plaina, liked 
the buffalo hump too, Put, liter- 
ally living by the hide and rump 
of the beast, he let no part of the 
buffalo rot in the sun, Of the 
sun-tanned hide he made sleeping 
robes or walls for hia tepee. The 
meat he roasted, or dried for win- 
ter hoarding or for war path fare. 
When the white man introduced 
brass and copper pota to the In- 
dian, he boiled buffalo meat over 
his buffalo chip fire-—with herbs 
and vegetables added for a filling 
atew. The intestines were stuffed 
as a delicacy similar to sausage; 
the marrow gut (amall intestine) 
he roasted. With the sinew he 
fashioned arrow strings, tied ar- 
row heads, and sewed beada on 
ceremonial dreas, Downing his 
wild buff with a bow and arrow, 
he would have been aghast, even 
an the ploneers who succeeded 
him on the plains, at the possibil- 
ity of bivouacing a buffalo,

| pro no easy task, getting the 


prospective buffalo steaka and 

roasts from thelr ranch prairie 
range to the corral feed lots, 
where they are grained for market 
like pure bred beef critters, They 
are driven in by cowboys ‘mounted 
on sturdy cow poniles-—prodded 
sharply by curt cussing apt to 
blister the most prairie-wise ears. 
It recently took 18 cowboys two 
days to drive 80 buffalo four milena, 
Three buffalo met a Happy Hunt- 
ing Ground doom during the drive. 
Amazingly fleet-footed in apite of 
his size, a buffalo ean turn on a 
plugged quarter, Bolting furtously 
from the prodded herd, the three 
buffs were literally run to death 
by the resolute riders, who were 
forced to change to freah horses 
to do lt. Thut once driven into the 
feed lots and serregated, with an 
abundance of hay in the feed 
bunks, they can be handled, But 
warily! 

One cowboy ta assigned the tank 
of grainer. The buff eventually 
learn to accept him - up to a 
certain point, although he aldles 
into thelr feed lot armed and 
cautious, Recently one man over 
confident after several weeks of 
grain toting, casually entered the 
lot, atepped too near a savage 
crowned bull, and atarted lower- 
ing his ducket. The bucket didn't 
reach ita objective, For the bull 
pivoted, caught the man with his 
curved horns, and tossed him, 
grain bucket and all, over a ten 
foot feed bunk. Fortunately the 
only injurY the cowboy suffered 
Wan a punctured ego, 


Corral feeding a buffalo, during 
the eight weeks that he's fattened 
for market, takes courage and pa- 
tience, For while hia vicious ten- 
dencies are somewhat sated by 
the vitamina and calories he's 
absorbing, he aubmita to confine- 
ment under protest. Occasionally 
batting his baleful head againat 
hia man-made enclosure, he's even 
been known to paw hia feed bunk 
to splinters, If his vicious ten- 
dencies get thus completely out 
of hand, he ta ahot, 


He is shot anyhow when his

bled, and cleaned, For akinning,

and wall decoration, his head 
mounted for display in some din- 
tant or near-by mountain lodge.

HIS Colorado buffalo ranch, 
got its start with one bull and 


two cowa purchased from the 
atate Of Oklahoma over 20 yearns 
ago. They were intended to be 
interbred with cattle, In those 
long-gone daya the ranchers win- 
ter-ranged their cattle, letting 
them buck the blizzards and gales 
as they hustled thelr own feed, 
always losing dozens aa they 
drifted with the storms, Buffalo 
never drift, They plant their 
hooves firmly againat the on 
slaught of a biizzard and atand 
atubbornly taut. The ranchers 
reasoned, “Interbreeding should 
produce a non-drifting heifer.” 

It did-—but there were diaad- 
tanges. By running a buff bull 
with cattle cows, and a cattle bull 
with buffalo cows, they § soon 
found the cowa had difficulty in 
foaling a “cattalo.” For it always 
had a hump, So although the cat- 
talo proved much hardier than 
straight calves, bucking the 
atorma with ease, interbreeding 
was abandoned; partly because 
the ranchers suddenly discovered 
that it was more profitable to 
winter feed their eattla iInatead 
of winter grazing them, and all 
winter ranging was stopped, But 
by then buffalo ratsing had he- 
come a challenge, and the herd 
was permitted to increase, 

Ralsing buffalo, although preva- 
lent with danger, in exceedingly 
profitable. The meat is much in 
demand aa hotel specialties, for 
private banquets, and as guest 
treats at home. Braised buff loin 
ix a delight when served with hot 
Weatern aatice, It carries the tang 
of the Rockies, the plains and pine 
amoke, Any fanciful gourmet will

“Oh, I'm the dogcatcher,” the 
man sald, 

In the daye when John Dillin- 
ger was No, 1 man on the na- 
tion's criminal lists, a tip was 
received that Dillinger wag hid- 
ing out near a town in southern 
Illinois. Norris, who was work- 
ing in the territory, obtained 
the help of the sheriff and his 
deputies, who were assigned a 
position for the raid, 

A passing farmer, having 
heard the Dillinger rumor and 
seeing a “Tommy” gun in the 
rear of the Sheriff's car, orga- 
nized a posse, The sheriff and 
hin party were captured, 

An incident illustrative of 
Norris occurred in one of the 
annual re-training sessions in 
Washington, Norris had taken 
a seat at the back of the lec-

NE way to beat the lumber shortage that handicaps 
the housing program is to build house frames of 
steel instead of the traditional wood. Before the 

war, only a few large residences had steel] skeletons; 
basement beams and columns were the only steel used 
in small house construction. Now the Great Lakes Steel 
Corporation is preparing to mass produce light structural 
steel in easily assembled “packages” with pieces factory- 
cut to standard lengths, for 5000 small houses a month. 

Two houses with such steel skeletons were partially 
completed recently in a demonstration for builders and 
architects. These houses are in Bellevue Park subdivi- 
sion, on the east side of Carson road, north of St. Charles 
Rock road. It took only 30 man-hours to put together, 
on the site, the frame for one four-room, 24-by-30 foot 
house, only 31% more man-hours to erect it. Builders 
who watched seven carpenters put up the frame in about 
a half day estimated at least two days time was saved 
wu use of the steel, 

The steel costs more than wood. But manufacturer 
points out this is offset by stronger and lighter construc- 
tion, increased fire resistance, faster building with. less 
labor costs, and freedom from rot, warping and shrinkage, 
A special groove enables nailing of wood and other 
materials to the frame, a speedier process than bolting.
